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Roger Ebert Added a Star to His 
The Whole Shootin 9 Match Rating 


As you read this, the 30th year of SXSW 
launches, and there is no way I could be 
prouder of the leadership and team. The 
SXSW Film Festival is offering an extraor¬ 
dinary lineup of films; I try not to promote 
too many, lest I be accused of playing favor¬ 
ites, which is what the whole recommenda¬ 
tion thing is about. Obviously, there is the 
premiere of Richard Linklater’s Everybody 
Wants Some, as well as Richard Linklater: 
dream is destiny, Karen Bernstein and my 
American Masters documentary on him. 
But let me suggest Keith Maitland’s Tower 
and his ACL doc A Song for You, as well as 
Clay Liford’s Slash, on which I’m an execu¬ 
tive producer. There are so many other 
wonderful films! So many! 

Including a restored print of Last Night 
at the Alamo, Eagle Pennell’s 1984 indie 
classic. Beginning at a beginning, if not 
quite the beginning, specifically: Robert 
Redford was inspired to start Sundance 
after seeing Eagle Pennell’s The Whole 
Shootin’ Match at the Egyptian Theatre on 
Main Street in Park City, Utah, at the first 
film festival held there in 1978. 

When talking about Eagle Pennell, you 
always concentrate on the gloriously prom¬ 
ising beginning - The Whole Shootin’ Match 
in 1978 and Last Night at the Alamo in 1984 
- not the long, tragic decline. Sadly, appro¬ 
priate to SXSW Film, we screened Doc’s 
Full Service, a later film by Eagle, at the 
very first film festival in 1994. Writing about 
the film, I said that it looked liked such a 
promising first feature but unfortunately it 
was the filmmaker’s fourth or fifth, so even 
what had once been charming no longer 
was. Running into Eagle before the screen¬ 
ing, I expected him to turn on me. Instead 
he started crying, saying that I was right. 
Which only made me feel so much worse. 

When John Irving was my undergraduate 
writing teacher he used to say that real art¬ 
ists in person should be so much less than 


their work (because they should put every¬ 
thing into it). In some ways, the rest of 
Eagle’s life was an attempt to bury the lega¬ 
cy of those first two films. Two decades of 
bad films and far worse behavior diminished 
his contemporary standing. And good prints 
of his two best films were hard to find. 

As independent film mutated into exis¬ 
tence, its growth, as of that of mainstream 
film, owed much to the drive of individual 
creators. Those with existing, culturally 
focused constituencies - gay, female, minor¬ 
ity - had some support structure. (But I don’t 
want to try to overplay that in an attempt to 
create too much of a contrast.) Even John 
Sayles’ Return of the Secaucus Seven com-

ing out a year later in 1979 was a celebration 
of a certain generation’s nostalgia (of a sort), 
which was the core audience for all these 
films. But rural redneck Texan comedies? 

In Texas, working with a talented crew 
Eagle Pennell directed The Whole Shootin’ 
Match and Last Night at the Alamo, two iconic 
American independent classics. Pennell was 
lucky to work with some very talented people, 
behind and in front of the camera, including 
Lin Sutherland and Kim Henkel. 

The first film inspired Redford. Both 
films attracted mainstream critical atten¬ 
tion and some arthouse distribution. They 
helped shape the infrastructure of the 
emerging generation of indie films. 

Importantly, as with Sayles’ Secaucus 
and Linklater’s Slacker, the films are decep¬ 
tively simple. It becomes easy while watch¬ 


ing them to think, I can do that - make my 
own movie. Thus were a number of out¬ 
standing careers launched, as well as any 
number of bad movies made. 

The Whole Shootin’ Match appeared to be 
a lost film, with no complete watchable 
prints existing when Eagle died in 2002. 
Contacting everyone who distantly knew 
him, we couldn’t find even a passable one. 
Mark Ranee finally found one in Germany. 
Working together, we restored and released 
that film a few years back to a very sweet 
critical reception. Currently, the DVD box 
set is available through the UT Press. 

Richard Linklater, Mark Ranee, Jonathan 
Sehring, and I have now produced a resto¬ 
ration of Eagle’s Last Night at the Alamo, 
widely accepted as his masterpiece, which 
premieres Monday, March 14, at SXSW. 

Knowing IFC had the rights to Last Night 
at the Alamo, Rick and I talked about put¬ 
ting in an ask to them after the full Boyhood 
press tour and awards run had died down. 
(IFC produced and distributed Boyhood .) 
We did. IFC agreed. Mark Ranee went to 
work. Turns out they had the negative. The 
restoration is superb. The film only looked 
this good when it was very first screened. 

But, the real lead is how remarkably 
funny and savage Pennell and screenwriter 
Kim Henkel’s Last Night at the Alamo is. 
Not that I have anything against them, but 
this is less Porky’s and even Smokey and 
the Bandit, and far more a pulp Eugene 
O’Neill, leavened by a Greater Tuna ironic 
affection for its characters. Intense in every 
way - tough black-and-white, tight close-up 
and mid shots, mostly in the confines of one 
bar - it is so much more than it seems. It is 
an exploration of character that transcends 
one night at one bar, handily still relevant 
despite the three decades since it was made. 

The performances of Sonny Carl Davis 
and the late Lou Perryman, also the stars of 
The Whole Shootin’ Match, prove transcen¬ 


dent. I think it was Roger Ebert who cited 
Laurel and Hardy: Though more blue-collar, 
working-class specific in their mannerisms, 
the two have those classic comic rhythms. 

Last Night opens with one of the most 
profanity-laced rants I can remember since 
the last time Guillermo del Toro read the 
phone book (that is a joke pretty much for 
Harry Knowles). Either you get the film or 
you don’t; Pennell and Henkel are not 
dragging you through the best or the worst 
bar night of your memory, they are not 
making a point about working-class cul¬ 
ture (either celebratory or damning), but 
instead they are pushing you deep into the 
most “every” night of every night at a bar. 
Bars go on forever. Bar nights further. 
After this bar closes, the gang will find a 
new bar to hang out in. Here, the picture 
ripples at the seams with mundane detail, 
all aware of the always promise of unearth¬ 
ly magic that the most unhappy dive bar 
offers. Between desire and lust is romance 
and transcendence. Francis Ford Coppola’s 
One From the Heart is the insanely opu¬ 
lent, over-the-top Technicolor version that 
is almost the exact opposite of this cine- 
matically eloquent and dramatically 
focused look at lives bled dry but not dead. 
Some of the color is lost, but the black-and- 
white still tints red. 

The uniqueness of the vision is empha¬ 
sized by how few similar films there are. 
Usually, anything that even vaguely under¬ 
stands working-class culture narratively 
degenerates into mindless violence or bru¬ 
tal family emotional gymnastics. Here they 
pop open another beer. 

An American classic, referred to on 
Facebook as the “Drunk Texan’s Citizen 
Kane,” it is a regional masterwork. Roger 
Ebert wrote a rave about our first Pennell 
reissue, ending by saying, “The Whole 
Shootin’ Match is priceless. I rated it at three 
stars on its first release. What was I waiting 
for? Do I ever change a rating? Hell, yes. I’d 
give it four today, and you’ll see why.” 

Last Night is as good if not better! ■

rest will no longer exist in five years [“The End of 
STR 2s?” News, Feb. 26]. I’m stunned that I live 
in a community where I’m punished for the sins 
of others. I’m sad for the work that will no longer 
exist for our housekeeper, landscaper, and repair- 
people. These individuals help us ensure our 
short-term rental always receives a 5-star review. 

Living next door to our STR 2 allows us to 
ensure that we tightly manage our property, 
including any potential impacts on our neigh¬ 
bors. We recently had a three-week stay by a 
family whose daughter had surgery at Dell 
Children’s and they needed a place for her to 
recover prior to traveling back to their home city. 
During their stay, our neighbors befriended them 
and even baked them a cake. How is that 
destroying our neighborhood? More recently, 
we’ve had couples and families staying in our 
STR while they looked for a home in Austin, 
allowing them to experience West Austin. How 
is that destroying our neighborhood? 

The decision by the City Council to terminate 
Type 2 rentals communicates loud and clear 
that I am no longer welcome to realize my 
dreams in Austin - that the actions of the few 
will win out over the rights of the many law-abid¬ 
ing citizens. That makes me terribly sad. 

A courageous attempt was made at a recent 
council meeting by council members Troxclair, 
Gallo, and Zimmerman to seek a middle 
ground in which the rights of both neighbors 
and owners could be realized. Unfortunately, a 


reasoned approach fell on stubbornly resistant 
ears. And that makes me the saddest of all - 
the lack of courageous and creative leadership 
on our City Council.

As Travis County District Attorney Rose¬ 
mary Lehmberg’s term comes to a close, 
she continues to be best known for one 
thing: Her 2013 arrest for drunk driving. 
It’s unfortunate, and per¬ 
haps unfair, but that incident 
has dogged her ever since. 

There may be nothing 
Lehmberg can do at this 
point to change the public’s 
perception of her time as 
D.A., but she has a valuable 
- though soon expiring - 
opportunity to change her 
legacy. In 1992, Lehmberg 
was the head of the D.A.’s 
child abuse division, which, 
as Michael King notes in this week’s cover 
story, “Learning From Our Mistakes,” p. 26, 
had administrative jurisdiction over the 
prosecution of Fran and Dan Keller. 

Michael’s article is just the latest of sev¬ 
eral, many written by former Chronicle staff 


writer Jordan Smith, to detail the continu¬ 
ing wrongs done to the Kellers by our local 
justice system. In 1992, the Kellers were 
convicted of child abuse on scant, and - as 
it turned out - false evi¬ 
dence. The two spent 21 
years apiece in prison before 
their convictions were over¬ 
turned in 2015. They have 
yet to be exonerated. 

Michael treads lightly this 
time around when recount¬ 
ing the circumstances of the 
trial; that’s not the point of 
his story, which is more 
about the Kellers’ current 
circumstances. However, 
interested readers need look no further 
than attorney Keith Hampton’s “Suggestion 
for Reconsideration,” available online with 
the article, to see how deeply enmeshed in 
the panic of the day our local justice system 
was: “In this case, investigators and others 


were swept up in the hysteria of the times 
so fully that they scoured the records of at 
least eight airports searching for a mythical 
airplane which could land in a residential 
neighborhood, kidnap children from day¬ 
care, deposit them in Mexico where they 
were molested, then return them with no 
one noticing. Police equipped a helicopter 
with an infrared camera and flew over at 
least eleven cemeteries in search of sites of 
human sacrifice. They searched everywhere 
and investigated everyone even remotely 
suspected of nefarious, supernatural activi¬ 
ties. While detectives investigated other 
detectives, parents - with police participa¬ 
tion - took four-year-old children to various 
cemeteries across Travis County and 
encouraged them to roam around grave 
sites in an effort to identify satanic activi¬ 
ties.” 

I understand, to an extent, where Lehm¬ 
berg is coming from. It’s impossible to

know for absolutely certain that no abuse 
took place. But it’s impossible to know 
most things for absolutely certain. What we 
do know is that there wasn’t enough valid 
evidence to convict the Kellers. The Court 
of Criminal Appeals recognized this in 
overturning their conviction. The Kellers 
shouldn’t be prevented from being exoner¬ 
ated just because there is no physical evi¬ 
dence proving that abuse didn’t occur. (I 
have to wonder what positive proof there 
could ever be that no abuse occurred. 
Should everyone who cares for children 
wear a body camera, just so that if they’re 
ever accused of wrongdoing, they can 
prove otherwise?) 

Refusing to exonerate the Kellers makes 
no more sense than if the court had decid¬ 
ed they deserved to remain in prison 
because of the impossibility of positive 
proof. There was not enough valid evi¬ 
dence to convict the Kellers, therefore 
their conviction was wrongful, therefore 
they deserve to be compensated for their 
decades-long incarceration. 

A willingness to revisit old cases and 
admit mistakes where they exist is good 
not only for the potentially innocent wrong¬ 
fully convicted. It also will strengthen the 
credibility of the office as a whole. When I 
first read about the Kellers, I immediately 
wondered, how many other people - who 
for whatever reason haven’t been able to 
get the attention of an attorney or a jour¬ 
nalist - have been convicted in Travis 
County on the basis of flawed evidence? 
It’s a scary thought, but it’s one that needs 
to be reckoned with. If Lehmberg were 
willing to admit the wrong done to the 
Kellers, she would be setting an example. 
She would be showing that our justice sys¬ 
tem, here in Travis County, can hold itself 
accountable when it makes a mistake. 

Should Lehmberg decline the opportu¬ 
nity, her successor Margaret Moore will 
have the chance. Moore ran for the office as 
an outsider and a reformer, and one hopes 
that impulse will extend to this case. It 
would be a shame, however, if Lehmberg 
missed her chance. What she does in this 
instance carries far more weight than any 
drunk driving arrest. 

She can give two people who had decades 
of their lives taken away from them a 
chance at a happy ending. 

□ 

I would be remiss if I didn’t take the time 
to mention my continuing gratitude for 
being able to work with Michael King. 
Michael has been a valuable mentor to me 
as my predecessor in this position, a clear 
eye when he was my editor, an encyclope¬ 
dic resource of local political history, and - 
as evidenced by this week’s story - a won¬ 
derful writer and reporter for this paper. 
His genuine concern for the fate of the 
Kellers propelled him to complete this 
story before he went on leave. The result¬ 
ing article is a reminder of just how much 
of an asset he continues to be to this paper 
and this town, and while I grudgingly 
admit that no one deserves a break more 
than he does, I eagerly await his return. ■

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City Council: Spring Break Is Here 

AFTER LAST WEEK’S MEETING, COUNCIL TAKES TIME OFF 


If Austin were to achieve perfection, what 
would it look like? Cheap housing, a store on 
every block just across the street from a 
club, and a cop on every corner with spare 
time to shoot the breeze. After months of 
interminable meetings driven by the double 
distraction of transportation 
network companies and 
short-term rentals, Council 
met on March 3 to ponder the 
future - or rather, to tell staff to 
start some pondering for them. 

Plans for future food policy 
came in Item 20, directing 
City Manager Marc Ott to 
start developing policy recom¬ 
mendations on food access, 
and to make it part of the 
remit of the new Equity 
Office. Food deserts - areas 
where there is either no easy 
access to food, or no easy 
access to healthy food - have 
become a growing issue in 
Austin. But this pregame 
stage of the debate became 
bogged down in procedural semantics, as 
Council Member Sheri Gallo said she was 
concerned that, by including food access 
before the rest of the office’s mission was 
defined, “It is kind of the cart before the 
horse.” She wanted to instruct Ott to merely 
consider its inclusion, a proposal immedi¬ 
ately rejected by sponsor CM Delia Garza, 
who said the issue was too important to be 
left in limbo. CM Ellen Troxclair, who 
abstained from the “consider” vote, voiced 
concern about language encouraging eligi¬ 
ble residents to enroll in programs like 
SNAi; rather than decreasing need. She 
admitted that her suggestion was “idealistic 
[but] I wish we could frame that in a differ¬ 
ent way.” However, her concerns were not 
sufficient to put her off voting for the reso¬ 
lution, which passed 10-1. 

CM Don Zimmerman was, unsurprising¬ 
ly, the sole holdout, calling the resolution 
“ridiculous” and “another tool in economic 
segregation.” He was equally dismissive of 


plans to develop a community policing pol¬ 
icy, as proposed in Item 13’s plan to contract 
with Matrix Consulting Group as a com¬ 
munity policing consultant. Austin Police 
Chief Art Acevedo referred to community 
policing as “a mindset and a culture” that 


has to go beyond district representatives, 
and that will require a root-and-branch 
restructuring of the department. Cue the 
inevitable question - this time from CM 
Greg Casar - about whether giving staff 
more uncommitted time for community 
engagement will mean hiring more officers. 


Meanwhile Zimmerman (as per usual) pooh- 
poohed the hiring of a consultant to survey 
community expectations, as every member 
heard plenty during the elections. “You 
want to make people happy in our commu¬ 
nity? Start solving property crimes.... Go out 
there at two o’clock in the 
morning and shut down a noisy 
party. People would fall in love 
with the police department.” 

Speaking of loud music: In 
Item 19, Council approved a 
resolution directing Ott to 
conduct a comprehensive 
review of Austin’s “music and 
creative ecosystem.” It 
sounds like an artistic endeav¬ 
or, but it’s really another blast 
in the city’s battle for - or, 
depending on your viewpoint, 
against - affordability. Mayor 
Steve Adler put it bluntly: 
“We don’t stay the live music 
capital of the world for very 
long if we lose our musicians.” 
The impetus for the initiative 
was the recent Austin Music Impact study 
by TXP Inc. for nonprofit Austin Music 
People (thus explaining its emphasis on 
music over all other creative industries). 
The study’s core conclusion was that the 
city lost 1,200 music industry-related jobs 
between 2010 and 2014 (a major coda: Take 


into account music tourism for events like 
ACL and SXSW, and the number of jobs 
actually rose by 2,575). A bleak number 
indeed, but there was no discussion of how 
this compares to the music industry as a 
whole, which has been in freefall for years, 
or to other music-heavy cities like Nashville. 

The resolution sends a list of potential 
measures for Ott to put through a feasibility 
study and report back in 90 days. That wish 
list included yet another proposal to stream¬ 
line the venue permitting process, and 
smaller innovations like adding a “tip the 
singer” slot on credit card receipts. How¬ 
ever, what’s definitely off the table is any 
form of incentives, with both Adler and 
Troxclair doubting their efficacy. Yet club 
owners have made it clear to the Chronicle 
that they believe that, without incentives, 
this is all just well-meaning hot air (see 
“Playback,” March 4). 

As with seemingly all discussions about 
Austin, this one looped back to housing 
affordability: specifically, how the city can 
stay affordable for musicians. CM Ann 
Kitchen - who the next day would learn she 
had dodged the bullet of a recall election 
(see p.24) - took a preservationist approach. 
She suggested that the best way to provide 
affordable housing is to protect the existing 
affordable housing stock, and similarly pro¬ 
posed protecting existing rehearsal and 
artistic spaces. Inevitably, the discussion’s 
rhetoric also blurred into the discussion of 
the planned Pilot Knob development: the 
subtext being that it will provide the kind of 
affordable housing that will retain artists. 
However, building those units south of 
Bergstrom Airport may only reinforce the 


Improving Fire Dept. Response Time 

The Public Safety Commission on March 7 unanimously approved sending to 
City Council a resolution that would direct city staff to begin looking into ways 
that it could bring Austin Fire Department stations on board in five particularly 
needy city areas. Austin Firefighters Association President Bob Nicks told the 
commission that a 38% increase in the city’s population since 2000 (in addition 
to expectations of similar growth through 2030) has significantly reduced AFD’s 
ability to respond to emergency situations within the prescribed standard time 
(AFD is expected to respond within eight minutes of each call at least 90% of the 
time). Currently, Nicks said, only seven of the 46 operational fire stations are meet¬ 
ing that goal. Not surprisingly, each of the seven are located within the center city. 
Outspoken PSC mainstay Mike Levy noted that a number of the central stations were 
built back when AFD was running hoses out on horse-and-buggies. 


AFD and AFA’s recommendation is that staff consider adding new stations in the 
area around U.S. 290 and MoPac; the Loop 360 area around Westlake; Goodnight 
Ranch near East Slaughter and 1-35; Moore’s Crossing, southeast of highways 130 
and 71; and Canyon Creek, near Anderson Mill Road and FM 620. They also recom¬ 
mend that Council move to reconsider a number of emergency response tactics, and 
that the PSC create a subcommittee to try to cut down on sending emergency trucks 
on nonemergency calls, and look at other options to adjust to traffic. Nicks also men¬ 
tioned the potential for public-private partnerships, in which stations could get built 
into new developments. “It should take all of these qualities into account in a 
dynamic way, so that year to year, [area deficiencies could be addressed],” added 
AFD Assistant Chief Tom Dodds. “If we had a massive element introduced into a part 
of town, things could shift to that area from other areas.” - Chase Hoffberger

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notion that they are being pushed out of the 
city core. It also remains to be seen if coun¬ 
cil will back away from the 2014 decision to 
limit the maximum number of unrelated 
people sharing a neighborhood residence to 
four. As house sharing has long been an 
effective way for artists to cut living costs, 
that issue may come back as part of the 
ongoing CodeNEXT initiative. 

Speaking of affordability and music, in 
other actions, Council: 

• approved a revision to the already-passed 
Pilot Knob PUD ordinance, clarifying the 
mechanism whereby the city can pay for 
the development’s affordable housing 
component without tying the hands of 
future councils. 

• rescheduled public hearings for the Austin 
Energy rate case. Normally, these discus¬ 
sions are long and painful, with months of 
feedback, but since this will probably be a 
residential rate decrease, the expectation is 
that there will be less need for public input 
before a final decision is made by Sept. 29. 

• Speaking to Kitchen’s proposal to pre¬ 
serve existing creative spaces, Council 
rejected an application to rezone 3.6 acres 
on Thornton Road - currently home to an 
assortment of artistic endeavors at 
Thornton Road Studios - and redevelop it 
as mixed use. 

Council now heads into spring break, and 
will return post-SXSW for a March 22 work 
session and March 24 meeting.

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Disproportionate Force 


Among the findings in the 2014 report 
issued Monday by the Office of the Police 
Monitor is that Austin Police Department offi¬ 
cers are applying use of force (known more 
officially down at APD headquarters as 
“response to resistance”) during arrests of 
blacks at a rate disproportional to other races. 
According to the OPM’s findings, and as 
detailed in the 94-page summarization of 
arrests, formal external and internal complaints 
(those coming from citizens, and from officers 
against other officers), and other data collected 
by the OPM, blacks accounted for 24% of the 
city’s 2014 arrests (11,832 in total), yet 28% 
of the instances when use of force was applied 
on arrestees - 466 times in all. Whites, by 
comparison, accounted for 40% of the arrests 
(19,531) but only 34% of the use of force inci¬ 
dents. Latinos comprised 34% of the arrests 


(16,385), and 35% of the use 
of force incidents. 

Those numbers - available 
through Police Monitor Margo 
Frasier’s office for the first 
time since the office first 
issued an annual report in 
2002 - make evident that 
black Austinites are involved 
in reported incidences involv¬ 
ing use of force at a rate 
that’s roughly four times their 
demographic representation 
within the city, according to 
2010 voting age population 
figures (which counted 46,219 African-Ameri¬ 
cans, or 7.5% of the population). Whites, con¬ 
versely, were involved in use of force inci¬ 
dents at a rate that’s 20% lower than their 
share of the population. Hispanics, who make 
up 31% of the city’s population, saw a dispari¬ 
ty of only 4%. No surprise, then, Frasier 
notes, that blacks filed 20 of the 29 allega¬ 
tions of improper Use of Force/Response to 
Resistance by an APD officer. (The other nine 
all came from whites.) 

Elsewhere in the lengthy report, Frasier 
notes the potential racial profiling found in traf¬ 
fic stops, with blacks making up 11.9% of all 
stops but only 7.5% of the population, and the 
more unseemly disparity of blacks representing 
24% of all stop-and-searches. Hispanics, sub¬ 
jects in 30% of all APD stops (nearly identical 
to their demographic representation), consti¬ 
tute 43% of searches. Whites, who constitute 
54% of the voting age population, were only 
subject to 31% of APD’s 2014 searches. Those 
numbers, Frasier says, are in line with reported 
figures in previous years: 1 in 6 for blacks, 1 in 
9 for Latinos, and 1 in 22 for whites.

Those numbers don’t reflect the stops - and 
even consensual and nonconsensual searches 
- that officers make that don’t result in cita¬ 
tions or arrests, leading Frasier to question 
just what the numbers would look like if every 
possible incident were still reported. APD 
ceased tracking stops that resulted in warn¬ 
ings and field observation cards, but no cita¬ 
tion or arrest, in 2012. Among the OPM’s rec¬ 
ommendations is that, while state regulations 
may not require such documentation, APD 
make that kind of data - as well as similar 
data on pedestrian stops that resulted in frisks 
or searches - available to the OPM and public. 

All told, the OPM issued five recommenda¬ 
tions to APD. Police Chief Art Acevedo will 
have the opportunity to either use those rec¬ 
ommendations in reformatting departmental 
policies, or disregard them altogether, if it’s 
something the department has previously 
considered or just doesn’t believe is a good 
idea. For those recommendations and much 
more, see the OPM’s 2014 Annual Report, 
available with the online version of this story.

Pedestrian Bridge Planned for the Grove 

When ARG Bull Creek, Ltd. announced plans for a pedestrian bridge over Shoal Creek as part of its proposed 
planned unit development at 45th and Bull Creek called The Grove at Shoal Creek, they treated it like a breaking 
news story. News of the possibility of a bridge being built is just naturally hard to frame as breaking, but it’s even 
more so when you consider that this has been on the community’s agenda for quite some time. Shoal Creek has 
been a stubborn dead spot in the trail network for years. 

“Shoal Creek Conservancy, from its founding, has been advocating for a trail from where Shoal Creek meets 
Lady Bird Lake, all the way up to the headwaters of Shoal Creek,” said Ted Siff, Conservancy board president. 

“This pedestrian bridge that’s being proposed at 45th and Shoal Creek is a very important connector piece to 
achieve that ultimate goal, and more immediately extend the current trail up to 45th Street.” 

Before ARG bought the 75-acre parcel of land, it was state-owned property. And other land along the creek 
belongs to private owners, which has made it harder for the public to gain access. Across the creek from the 
property sits a state archives building. That fact alone has given the Bull Creek Road Coalition, the neighborhood 
watchdogs negotiating with ARG, pause about this plan, though it has proposed similar plans in the past. “We’re 
pleased to see this proposal, but we also understand that there hasn’t really been any coordination with the state 
on this,” said BCRC vice president Grayson Cox. “We want to make sure that the developer is following through 
and actually trying to make this a real possibility.” 

“Pedestrian safety and multi-modal mobility is at the forefront of community concerns regarding the Grove,” 
ARG said in a statement. “With today’s announcement, the Grove will fund and build the bridge.” - Nina Hernandez

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Getting to Know Robert Morrow 

NEWLY ELECTED GOP COUNTY CHAIR CAUSING A REPUBLICAN REVOLT 


Chances are high that you know who 
Robert Morrow is by now The incendiary 
and often juvenile middle-aged author leapt 
to national prominence after ousting the 
incumbent Travis County Republican Par¬ 
ty chair in the March 1 Texas primary, to the 
chagrin of the local GOP establishment. 

Morrow’s Twitter feed - a jaw-dropping 
stream of sexually explicit political accusa¬ 
tions targeting both parties, mixed with 
salacious photos of scantily clad women - 
has made appearances on national news as 
well as late-night comedy shows, eliciting 
caustic ridicule and utter disbelief. Mor¬ 
row’s obscene remarks (a representative 
example: “Pretty sure George W. Bush can 
suck a dick better than Hillary Clinton”) as 
well as his promotion of pet conspiracy 
theories, including the insistence that 
Lyndon Baines Johnson facilitated the 
murder of John F. Kennedy and that Rick 
Perry and many in the Bush family are 
engaged in homosexual adultery, have put 
the local and state GOP on the attack, 
mounting a no-holds-barred campaign to 
unseat the freshly minted chair. 

Yet, whether you appreciate Morrow’s 
brash “truth-telling” (as he calls it) and his 
hearty exercise of his First Amendment 
rights, or consider him a misogynistic, 
homophobic, and troubled conspiracy theo¬ 
rist, the fact is - by fluke or not - he is a 
democratically elected public servant. So 
who is Robert Morrow, really? And perhaps 
more importantly, what the hell is an openly 
disloyal Republican activist aiming to 
achieve as county GOP chair - a mostly 
nuts-and-bolts, bureaucratic job? 

FROM DEMOCRAT TO LIBERTARIAN 

Raised in Tuscaloosa, Alabama, Morrow 
says he had a peaceful childhood. His mid¬ 
dle-class family ascended to the upper class 
as his father, a real estate developer, gained 
success. A high school basketball star, he 
declined athletic scholarships at various 
colleges for a chance to attend Princeton, 
where he majored in history in 1987. At the 
time he considered himself a liberal and 
caught the political bug when he helped his 
mother win a seat on the Alabama State 
Democratic Executive Committee (a post 
his grandfather had previously held). 
Morrow received an M.B.A. from UT-Austin 
in 1990, taking time off to campaign for 
presidential Democratic nominee Michael 
Dukakis in 1988. After a four-year stint 
working back home at the family business, 
he returned to Austin, dabbling in day trad¬ 
ing and real estate before settling on being 
a self-employed investor. Declining to 
expound on what that job entails, Morrow 
leaves it at having “assets and income.” 
(“I’m not coy, I’m just not commenting on 
personal finances. People have their rea¬ 
sons,” he says guardedly.) 

While he voted for George W. Bush, both 
when Bush was running for governor of 


Texas and for president (a decision Morrow 
now emphatically regrets), he says he’s a 
“small-E’ libertarian at his core, who sup¬ 
ports Ron Paul and Gary Johnson. Morrow 
favors Ted Cruz over Donald Trump in this 
year’s race, but applauds Trump for going 
after Jeb Bush. (He says Bernie Sanders is 
a “coward” and a “loser” for not attacking 
the “Hillary Clinton crime family.”) His 
political priorities include free 
speech, low taxes, and lax gun 
laws: “I think the ATF should be a 
corner convenience store where 
you buy your alcohol, tobacco, and 
firearms,” he says. Less vehement 
about social issues, Morrow is pro- 
choice and against same-sex mar¬ 
riage. When asked about immigra¬ 
tion, his trademark lewdness 
creeps in: We should build a wall to 
“keep all the sexy Mexican Latinas 
inside the U.S.” 

ACCUSATIONS LEFT AND RIGHT 

By 2005, Morrow shed his loyal¬ 
ty to both parties after conducting 
research into the Bushes and 
Clintons, the latter yielding his 
latest project, The Clintons’ War 
on Women, a book co-authored 
with former Trump adviser Roger 
Stone. In it, the authors make the 
case that Bill Clinton is a serial 
rapist, and both he and Hillary 
“systematically abused women 
sexually and psychologically” 
while climbing up the political 
ladder. They accuse Hillary of 
silencing Bill’s victims, and allege 
Bill had a child with a prostitute. 

Even darker, it accuses Bill of 
coordinating the savage beating of 
attorney Gary Johnson, who alleg¬ 
edly had security footage of Bill 
entering former mistress Gennifer 
Flowers’ condo. Morrow also cred¬ 
its Hillary for making the final 
decision to launch a tear gas 
attack at the Branch Davidian 
Waco compound in 1993, which 
led to the death of 76 people. “The 
Clintons are violent people; it’s 
not like I just disagree with their tax poli¬ 
cy,” says Morrow. 

However, Morrow is most interested in 
perpetuating the idea that LBJ, using the 
CIA, orchestrated the JFK assassination. “I 
can go toe-to-toe with any researcher or 
mainstream historian on the topic,” he con¬ 
tends, adding that he was convinced of the 
claim after 15 minutes of reading about it in 
an online thread. 

Morrow subscribes to accusations that 
slam the right, as well: George H.W. Bush 
covered up LBJ’s involvement with the JFK 
assassination; H.W. and his son Jeb were 
involved in running the Iran-Contra scan¬ 
dal; H.W. was part of a homosexual pedo¬ 


phile ring. He claims Marco Rubio enjoys 
“gay foam parties” and that Perry has 
engaged in several gay affairs; Morrow took 
out an ad in this very paper in 2011 calling 
on anyone who had sex with Perry to con¬ 
tact him. “These politicians have conducted 
criminal acts, and they should be serving 
federal prison sentences,” says Morrow. 
“But what is the result of all this? They get 


presidential libraries and secret service pro¬ 
tection for life, and I think that is both 
insane and outrageous.” 

Many of Morrow’s accusations, especially 
on social media, are laced with vulgarities, a 
peculiar strategy for someone who sells 
ideas that need all the credibility they can 
get. The crudeness, he says, is just a way to 
attract people’s attention to his message. 
But how does he defend himself against 
claims of misogyny after routinely posting 
photos of nearly naked women with cap¬ 
tions like “I am feeling boobylicious 
tonight!” Morrow surely isn’t easing any of 
the concerns by saying, “Posting a photo of 
a bikini or lingerie model is not sexist, 


hello! Liking women with big titties is a 
natural, biological need and urge.” 

REPUBLICAN REVOLT 

Morrow says he decided to run for Travis 
County Republican Chair for two major rea¬ 
sons - disdain for the GOP establishment 
and a desire for vengeance. “I was just so 
disgusted with the Bush family - including 
Jeb and George P - still being involved with 
Republican national politics after all their 
crimes. George W. is a good candidate for a 
war crime tribunal. And the son of these 
criminals and murderers is the Texas Land 
Commissioner now. They are corrupted ver¬ 
min still getting honor and 
respect,” says Morrow. “Most politi¬ 
cal hacks will bow down to the 
Bushes, but I will do everything I 
can to undermine them, call them 
out for the thugs they are, and 
throw them down the political 
staircase headfirst - that’s how I 
roll.” 

The second and more personal 
reason stems from a thwarted 
attempt to run for precinct chair 
two years ago. Morrow says incum¬ 
bent James Dickey called his 
friends, trying to get them to per¬ 
suade Morrow not to run. “So I 
said, fuck it, I’ll just run for county 
chair this time - and I beat him.” 

Morrow bested Dickey with 56% 
of the electorate, sending a shiver 
down the spine of Vice Chair Matt 
Mackowiak, who calls the win a 
mere fluke. Mackowiak chalks it 
up to the fact the race was listed at 
the bottom of the ballot, and that 
Morrow’s name appeared before 
Dickey’s. That, combined with 
anti-establishment Trump fervor 
and the possible confusion of 
Morrow with the actor Rob Morrow 
£ from Northern Exposure may have 
> helped, says Mackowiak. Whatever 
5 the case, the vice chair is steadfast 
c in his plans to prevent Morrow 
s from taking office on June 13. 
“He’s not going to be chairman. 
Period,” Mackowiak tells the 
Chronicle. 

The strategy is to ramp up pub¬ 
lic pressure for a resignation; if 
that’s not successful, the party will 
significantly restrain Morrow’s 
ability to operate (cutting off access 
to party bank accounts and email lists) so 
that Chair effectively becomes a meaning¬ 
less position. The county party is currently 
exploring all legal options for having 
Morrow removed, says Mackowiak, but 
hasn’t zeroed in on one path (an option: 
changing bylaws before Morrow takes 
office.) The latest step the county has taken 
to distance itself from Morrow came 
Tuesday night, when the Travis County 
Republican Party Executive Committee 
approved a resolution denying any connec¬ 
tion to the new chair. In an effort to “raise 
the level of public debate,” the party “here¬ 
by condemns and disavows all profane or 
slanderous statements” made by Morrow,

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the resolution reads. The Republican push- 
back has the support of Gov. Greg Abbott, 
whose office recently issued a statement 
saying Morrow “cannot adequately repre¬ 
sent” the local GOE “If he doesn’t resign,” 
says Mackowiak, “I will personally create 
an alternate organization in Travis County 
to recruit, train, and support GOP candi¬ 
dates, and then in two years, I will run a 
campaign against him.” 

But how about that pesky democratic 
process that elected Morrow? Mackowiak 
says the GOP only serves Republicans, 
there’s no taxpayer money spent, and there 
are no constituents. “If I thought removing 
him would disadvantage anyone in Travis 
County, I wouldn’t do it. He’s going to hurt 
the Republican Party. And trust me, no one 
is going to notice anything different about 
their lives if he’s not chairman.” 

Mackowiak says most of the 118 precinct 
chairs he’s spoken with oppose Morrow. 
Donna Harp, a precinct chair since 1980, is 
one. If Morrow takes office, Harp says, she 
will leave her longtime post. “Robert Mor¬ 
row does not speak for the party I know. His 
offensive words sicken and horrify me,” 
Harp tells the Chronicle. “If he assumes the 
office of Travis County Chair, I will resign as 
Precinct Chair. I do not want my reputation 
to be soiled by his vulgar identity. [The 
Travis County Republican Party] has been a 
big part of my life, so I don’t say this easily.” 

But not every precinct chair is slamming 
Morrow. Gonzalo Camacho says the party 


should respect the democratic process and 
accept Morrow as chair; he also expressed 
mild sympathy for Morrow, now facing par¬ 
ty-led barriers to office. “I am sure he will 
do his best. ... From the negativity created 
by Robert’s election, it appears to me it will 
be challenging for James [Dickey] to transi¬ 
tion Robert into the chair of TCRP,” said 
Camacho in an email. “Robert may have 
many hurdles that will get in his way to 
perform as best as he can as the new chair.” 

Mackowiak points to the tedious, unpaid, 
and often thankless job requirements, 
including leading monthly meetings, run¬ 
ning precinct and Senate district conven¬ 
tions for selecting state convention dele¬ 
gates, filling out finance reports, and train¬ 
ing candidates. Morrow, Mackowiak argues, 
isn’t actually interested in the responsibili¬ 
ties. Indeed, Morrow seems much less 
enthused about those aspects of the office, 
readily admitting he plans to use the posi¬ 
tion as a vehicle to espouse his controver¬ 
sial beliefs to a broader audience. “I am 
using the chairman spot... as a bully pulpit 
for political truth-telling,” says Morrow. 
“And I’m talking about things the main¬ 
stream media scum won’t talk about. 

“If I find any Republicans that use fami¬ 
ly, Christian conservative values, and the 
Bible as a political prop and at the same 
time they’re screwing the secretary or pros¬ 
titutes, or have a gay lover, I’m gonna bust 
him, so beware. I’m sick of the hypocrisy.”

Political action committee Austin4AU’s angry passion 
to recall District 5 City Council Member Ann Kitchen has 
been matched only by their incompetence to actually do it. 
The recall petition that Austin4AII turned in on Feb. 19, 
has been rejected by the city clerk. 

In a March 4 memo to Mayor Steve Adler, City Clerk 
Jannette Goodall said that the group met the first two 
requirements for successfully initiating a recall election: 
They had “signatures of at least 10% of the qualified vot¬ 
ers of the territory from which the council member is 
elected” (which, in this case, was a little under 5,000), 
and they included a “general statement of the grounds for 
which the removal is sought” (according to their petition, 
Kitchen “has purposefully hurt businesses that employ cit¬ 
izens of Austin,” mostly due to her desire to further regu¬ 
late transportation network companies). 

However, the third requirement - “an affidavit of the 
signers of each petition paper that the statements therein 
made are true” - was not met, thus invalidating the almost 
1,000-page recall petition as a whole. Goodall explained, 
“On no petition page did the language submitted in the 
block designated for an affidavit contain a sworn state¬ 
ment that The statements therein made are true.’ Although 
each petition page contained a block for a notary acknowl¬ 
edgment, none of the petition pages contained the signa¬ 
ture or seal of an officer authorized to administer oaths.” 
Goodall concluded, “None of the petition pages contained 
language that constituted an affidavit meeting the require¬ 
ment of the Charter for a recall petition.” 

In a press release, Kitchen, whose term lasts through 
2018, said, “It should come as no surprise that Austin4AII 
did not follow the law and failed to swear to the truth of their 
petitions. This validates everything my constituents have been 
saying - that the Austin4AII PAC has operated in a manner 
that is not aboveboard, and that has been misleading the 
voters. ... Our city is facing many real and serious challeng¬ 
es. I’m proud to continue serving the people of District 5 and 
Austin as we tackle these challenges together.” 

Austin4AII Co-Director Rachel Kania told the Austin 
American-Statesman that the rejection of the petition is 
“totally politically motivated” and that Austin4AII plans to 
challenge the ruling in court. If that doesn’t work, they 
plan to work on a second petition. 

Uber - which along with fellow TNC behemoth Lyft, has 
been suspected of having a hand in the recall effort - has 
disavowed both its involvement and the recall itself. A 
statement issued by the company said, “Although we dis¬ 
agree with Councilwoman Kitchen on how to regulate ride¬ 
sharing, we respect her as a public servant and wish to 
work alongside her into the future. The Mayor and City 
Council, including Councilmember Kitchen, are working 
hard to make Austin a better place to live.” 

The group would have to start the petition all over again 
and have it resubmitted to the city clerk by Aug. 22, to get 
on the November ballot. Given the group’s track record, 
don’t count on a recall election taking place this year.

SXSWedu Recap 

EDUCATION TECH FINDS NEW WAYS TO REACH KIDS 


In an age of standardized testing swallowing up time, 
energy, and budgets, it may seem naive to suggest that 
schools should put more emphasis on traditional educa¬ 
tional resources like libraries, or new, open-ended learn¬ 
ing experiences like the practical skills inherent in the 
Maker Movement. But at this week’s SXSWedu confer¬ 
ence, the emphasis was on proving that developing those 
“soft skills” outside the testing regime belongs in the 
modern classroom. 

The important lesson, according to little- 
Bits founder/CEO and keynote speaker 
Ayah Bdeir, is that Maker proponents 
can’t simply declare war on the 
standardized testing regime, or 
treat its advocates like they 
don’t support kids. She said, 

“You may disagree, you may 
have different standards, you 
may oppose standardized 
testing, but vilification isn’t 
helping anyone.” 

Instead of presenting the 
Maker Movement as an alter¬ 
native to the current system, 
or forcing already over-taxed 
educators and administrators 
to find more time and intellec¬ 
tual space, it’s the responsibility 
of its supporters and innovators 
“to bridge the gap” and to work on 
revising curriculum standards to mean 
Making fits in there. She said, “It is our 
job to make the work easier for administrators 
and teachers.” 

Bdeir emphasized that that includes making life easier 
for Maker advocates in the classroom, who sometimes suf¬ 
fer from the accusation and conviction that, because it’s 
packaged in a fun way, learning practical skills “isn’t ‘sci¬ 
ence’ enough.” Instead, it’s about reformulating the idea of 
education. She suggested a thought experiment of a very 
unconventional learning opportunity. Imagine a kid who 
wants to annoy their siblings: Rather than heading them 


off, it could be an opportunity to teach them about how to 
make the world’s best sibling-annoying machine, and hid¬ 
den in that could be lessons about physics or electronics or 
engineering. It’s an extreme example, but Bdeir argued 
that it points to the classroom-based Maker Movement’s 
core message: It’s not about inflicting education, but about 
finding learning opportunities in children’s inherent inter¬ 
ests. She said, “I’ve found that creating divisions between 
- this is school time, this is playtime, this is afterschool, 
this is Minecraft time - human beings don’t 
work like that.” 

Andrew Smith Lewis, executive 
chairman and co-founder of adap¬ 
tive learning platform developer 
Cerego, echoed the idea of 
inserting tech seamlessly into 
the classroom. He sent a stern 
warning to companies and 
vendors trying to blind edu¬ 
cators with flashy hardware 
or software: It won’t work. 
Putting it bluntly, he said, 
“If you’re in the ed tech 
business, you’re in the edu¬ 
cation business.” 

He cited Donald Norman’s 
book The Invisible Computer 
and its core conceit that, after a 
while, people go blind to technolo¬ 
gy. The argument is that trying to 
pitch digital or electronic learning as 
something special is a dead end, because 
everything students do has an electronic or 
digital component. “Watches are filled with gears and 
cogs,” he said, “but no one talks about mechanical watches.” 

That’s a sentiment that would probably resonate with 
Bdeir, who did her best to demystify the Maker concept, 
saying: “A room, a bunch of stuff, and a table. That’s 
a Maker space.” 

Increasingly, educators are looking at libraries as a poten¬ 
tial space for practical yet less formally structured educa¬ 
tion like the Maker Movement. Mark Danforth, founder of

What Did We Learn From Antonin Scalia’s Death? 


How curious that Supreme Court Justice Antonin Scalia 
died in, of all places, an exclusive, West Texas hunting lodge. 

Curioser yet, all expenses for hizzonor’s February stay were 
paid by the lodge’s owner, John Poindexter. He’s a Houston 
manufacturing mogul who had won a favorable ruling from the 
Court in an age-discrimination case last 
year. In another curiosity, the names of 
some 35 other people who were in Scalia’s 
hunting party are being kept secret. More¬ 
over, the late judge (an ardent promoter of 
corporate supremacy over people’s rights) 
was flown to the Texas getaway for free 
aboard someone’s or some corporation’s pri¬ 
vate jet, but the name of this generous 
benefactor has also been withheld. Curious, huh? 

This is not a murder mystery - by all accounts, Scalia 
died of natural causes. Rather it’s a moral mystery. Who 
was buying (or repaying) favors from such an enormously 
powerful member of America’s highest court? There’s a bit 


of poetic justice in the fact that Justice Scalia, in particular, 
passed away under such circumstances, for his expiration 
exposes a little-known ethical loophole through which mon¬ 
eyed interests can curry special favors from Supremes: 
Judicial junkets. 

The West Texas hunting excursion was 
hardly Scalia’s first freebie. He has been the 
most frequent Supreme Court traveler on 
“Conflict-of-interest Airlines,” accepting 
more than 280 privately-paid-for jaunts in 
the past dozen years to luxury destinations, 
including Hawaii, Hong Kong, Ireland, Napa 
Valley, Palm Springs, and Switzerland. 

Every lower-court judge is subject to a 
formal code of conduct - but the nine top court judges 
have exempted themselves from it. Scalia’s inconvenient 
demise in the desert shows why we can’t trust them to 
self-police their integrity.

literacy and digital learning advocates 
BookAround, welcomed that change, and 
suggested that “we are entering the second 
golden age of libraries.” That may seem 
optimistic in a time when school districts 
are laying off librarians (more victims of the 
testing obsession and slashed budgets) and 
disposing of physical libraries, then think¬ 
ing they can be replaced with a bunch of 
iPads. Yet Danforth argued for the contin¬ 
ued existence of the physical library space, 
and a new need for professionals who can 
navigate them.

“Sources are not all created 
equal,” he said, and if librarians can teach 
kids to look beyond the first search result, or 
stop them falling back on the Wikipedia 
page, then they’ve simply reinforced the 
need for their skill-set. “Ultimately,” he said, 
“it comes down to being able to access differ¬ 
ent kinds of content.”

Learning From Our Mistakes 

Fran and Dan Keller were prosecuted wrongly and unjustly. 

It’s long past time for their complete exoneration.

“Sometimes, it feels like we’re still in 
prison.” 

In late December, Fran and Dan Keller 
were talking to a reporter in their small 
rent-house near New Braunfels, and qui¬ 
etly describing how it feels to have been 
released from prison after 21 years, yet 
still have so little freedom of movement 
or circumstance, or even quality of life. 
Their 1992 conviction on multiple counts 
of “sexual assault of a minor” - in the now 
notorious Fran’s Day 
Care case - has effec¬ 
tively been overturned 
by a May 2015 Court of 
Criminal Appeals ruling 
“granting relief” to the 
Kellers on a single ques¬ 
tion of retracted medical 
testimony. But the rul¬ 
ing was not accompanied by actual exonera¬ 
tion from the allegedly heinous crimes. 

Only a single appeals court judge - Cheryl 
Johnson - was willing to admit no crime 
had in fact occurred. “This was a witch 
hunt from the beginning,” wrote Johnson, 
in her opinion concurring with the opaque 
ruling of the full court. Johnson would have 
granted relief on all the Kellers’ claims, and 
would have acknowledged that the entire 
prosecution had been an egregious folly. 


The limited ruling, while welcome in 
itself, left the Kellers in a legal limbo - 
permanently accused but not cleared, and 
never to be tried. Their felony convictions 
have been “vacated,” but they’re technical¬ 
ly on bonded status, and their daily lives are 
substantially restricted. “We still have a fel¬ 
ony on us,” Fran said, because the absence 
of an explicit exoneration leaves her and 
Dan at the mercy of any online background 
search. Without a clearing of their names, 


not only can they not live openly without 
fear of disgrace or retribution, they can’t 
readily find employment adequate to their 
needs, any rental process is a minefield, 
and they can’t hope to buy a home of their 
own. For fear of another accusation, they 
avoid being in the company of their 11 
grandchildren or 24 great-grandchildren 
outside the presence of another adult. Even 
their lives prior to their arrest do not fully 
belong to them: Fran reports that family 


photo albums and other keepsakes seized 
by police during the original investigation 
- which provided no evidence of any wrong¬ 
doing - have never been returned. 

“It’s as though we’re still considered 
criminals,” said Dan. “We didn’t do any¬ 
thing. We still respect the law. And we’re 
still being punished. Sometimes it feels 
like we’re still locked up.” 

In the absence of an exoneration from the 
court, there remains one person who can 
act upon the complete 
absence of evidence 
against the Kellers, and 
can publicly acknowl¬ 
edge once and for all 
that the crimes the 
Kellers were accused 
and convicted of did 
not happen. 

“It’s me,” said Travis County District 
Attorney Rosemary Lehmberg in January. 
But while sympathetic to the Kellers’ 
strained circumstances - when it became 
clear that the original prosecution had col¬ 
lapsed, she agreed to their release from pris¬ 
on - the district attorney told the Chronicle 
she found herself still unable to “find a 
path to innocence.” In previous local exon¬ 
erations, Lehmberg recalled, DNA evidence 
eventually led away from the person con¬ 


NO HAPPY ENDING 

Although the court’s ruling and the 
prosecutor’s decision not to retry the case 
have removed the Kellers’ immediate legal 
jeopardy, after so many years in prison 
(Fran is now 66, Dan is 74), their financial 
circumstances are quite difficult. They live 
on their limited Social Security payments 
- after more than two decades out of the 

> workforce - and support from family, all of 

> whom stood by them from the beginning 
jo of their ordeal, firmly convinced that they 
c had done nothing wrong. They don’t know 

how permanent their current home is - 
their landlord is an elderly relative - and 
without it, they would likely be imposing 
(as they see it) on their children. (In recent 
weeks, Fran has wondered uncertainly if 
she and Dan should try to create some sort 
of personal fundraising effort.) 

In justice, the Kellers should be eligible 
for financial compensation from the state 
of Texas, for having been wrongly incar¬ 
cerated for 21 years (the family counts 23, 
dating from their 1992 conviction through 
their continuing legal purgatory). No longer 
convicted of any crime, they remain under 
a permanent cloud of accusation, required 
to somehow further demonstrate their inno¬ 
cence - of crimes that never happened. 

“Everyone thinks this story had a happy 
ending,” says Keith Hampton. “But it still 
hasn’t ended, and it isn’t happy.” 

Hampton is the Kellers’ (pro bono) attor¬ 
ney, who successfully represented them 
before the lower and appeals courts and 
finally persuaded the judicial system to 
grudgingly, incompletely acknowledge 
that incarcerating two innocent people for 
decades was unjust. In the course of that 
defense, which began in 2012, Hampton 
has become an encyclopedic authority on 
the crimes that never happened at Fran’s 
Oak Hill Day Care center. As he wrote in 
an unsuccessful request that the Court of 
Appeals reconsider its limited 2015 ruling, 
“This case has a legal, historic significance. 
Applicants’ convictions were the clear prod¬ 
uct of a period of hysteria now identified as 
the ‘Daycare Panic’ or the ‘Satanic Panic.’” 
The most notorious relic of that period was 
the McMartin Preschool case in California, 
which involved more children, more alleged

abusers, and equally fantastic tales. But the 
Fran’s Day Care case is Travis County’s own 
miniature McMartin case, an unremoved 
stain on our local justice system, with simi¬ 
larly devastating effects on the accused 
- the Kellers and others - as well as on the 
alleged child victims and their families. 

Hampton’s various briefs recount the 
incredible, absurd lengths investigators 
pursued in trying to confirm elaborate, 
impossible tales imagined by young chil¬ 
dren, under constant pressure from their 
credulous parents and investigators: ritual 
murders of children and animals, shark and 
tiger attacks, secret burials in various ceme¬ 
teries, multiplying accusations against ran¬ 
domly selected adults, and so on. Johnson, 
aptly citing the 17th-century Salem witch 
trials as historical precedent for the Keller 
investigation and prosecution, recounted 
the utterly spurious claims of two children 
who had been most persistently suborned 
by adults into telling frankly unbelievable 
tales, and wrote: “In spite of such fantasti¬ 
cal claims, which should have produced 
total incredulity in the police investigators 
and prosecutors, charges were filed.” 

The whole story was told here by former 
Chronicle reporter Jordan Smith, starting 
with her March 27, 2009, feature, “Believing 
the Children,” and concluding with her 
December 6, 2013, account of their release, 
“Freedom for the Kellers.” By the time 
Smith’s first article was published, the 
Kellers had been imprisoned 17 years. 

In 1992, after months of elaborate and 
futile investigations and pressurized inter¬ 
views, three children had claimed Fran, 
Dan, and several other adults had abused 
them - including several police officers and 
various neighbors randomly implicated by 
the children or their parents. (Some were 
subsequently sued in a civil action that 
came to nothing.) 

Although the children’s tales, if remotely 
accurate, should have been able to be con¬ 
firmed by voluminous physical evidence, 
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Drawing (I) and a handwritten prayer by Dan Keller, using coffee applied to paper with a Q-tip, a technique he 

taught himself in prison 


all the prosecution provided was testimony 
from a young emergency doctor, Michael 
Mouw, who said he had examined one child 
for signs of sexual abuse, and that small 
deformities on her hymen might have been 
caused by abuse. In the 
absence of any other 
physical evidence, 
some jurors later said 
they were persuaded by 
Mouw’s testimony. 

Mouw subsequently 
told investigators that 
he had likely been mis¬ 
taken; with more experience and training, 
he had since learned that the child’s appar¬ 
ent injuries were normal genital variations. 
Mouw said the investigators told him not to 
concern himself, that there was plenty of 
other evidence of abuse. They were lying. 


In 2009, Smith found Mouw and asked 
him about his testimony. He was mortified to 
learn that he had been a conclusive prosecu¬ 
tion witness in the Kellers’ trial. He has since 
publicly retracted that testimony, more than 
once - without it, the 
case against the Kellers 
entirely collapsed. 

The Kellers say they 
don’t blame Mouw for 
their imprisonment, 
and indeed praise him 
for having the courage 
to come forward. “The 
police just kept telling him, don’t worry 
about it, forget about it, because we have so 
much other evidence besides you - which 
they didn’t have anything,” Fran told the 
Chronicle. “But at least he kept trying, and 
finally got through. We praise him for that;

that was wonderful.... It took a helluva man 
to admit something like that.” 

Mouw’s retraction was the basis of the 
reversal of the Kellers’ conviction (the one 
factor on which the appeals court granted 
relief), and Lehmberg acknowledges that 
there would be no point in retrying the case 
without the doctor’s testimony. His retrac¬ 
tion - along with the overwhelming absur¬ 
dity of the entire prosecution - should also 
be the basis of their exoneration. A finding 
of innocence by the district attorney would 
enable the Kellers to clear their names and 
potentially receive state compensation for 
all their years in prison. 

A PATH TO INNOCENCE 

“I haven’t been able to find a path to 
innocence,” Lehmberg said last month. 

Lehmberg acknowledged that without 
Mouw’s testimony, there was very little else 
on which to pursue a conviction. (Lehmberg 
was not a prosecutor at the Kellers’ trial, but 
at the time she was head of the D.A.’s child 
abuse division, with administrative jurisdic¬ 
tion over the case.) “We tried that case as a 
straight sex-abuse case,” she recalled and 
said that the wilder stories associated with 
the children’s tales were primarily introduced 
by the defense, to discredit the charges. 

But the prosecution also introduced the 
recanted confession of Doug Perry, a friend 
of Dan Keller and ex-husband of a con¬ 
stable, dragged into the case after one of 
the children identified the photo of another 
officer whom the Austin Police Department 
investigator found not credible as a sus¬ 
pect - so he followed a trail of association to 
Perry. Intimidated and threatened by Texas 
Rangers in an extended interrogation, Perry 
confessed to an implausible orgy with Fran 
and Dan and some children - although none 
of the children had mentioned any such epi¬ 
sode, and Perry immediately and repeatedly 
retracted the confession. But he was required 
to read it aloud at the Kellers’ trial, even as he 
denied its contents. Perry pleaded guilty, was 
imprisoned, and eventually released - only

Fran and Dan Keller open a small day care center in their Oak Hill home, 
eventually caring for 8-10 children each day, ages 3-9. 

Three-year-old Christina Chaviers, an occasional drop-in at Fran’s Day Care, 
complains of a spanking by Dan Keller; under pressure from her mother and the 
unlicensed therapist who had been treating Chaviers, the complaint is amplified 
into satanic ritual abuse. That evening, Brackenridge Emergency Dr. Michael 
Mouw diagnoses possible sexual abuse of Chaviers. 

Travis County Sheriff’s department begins investigating alleged child abuse at Fran’s. 

Two other children and their parents begin alleging abuse at the day care, with 
increasingly elaborate stories of abductions, murder, and flights to Mexico.

On the campaign trail, citizens raise questions about the Keller prosecution; 
Chronicle reporter Jordan Smith begins reviewing the Keller case. 

Gary Cartwright appends a note to his original 1994 story, which begins: 

“Back in 1994, as I was working on this story, I became convinced not only that 
Dan and Fran Keller were innocent, but that the crime they were accused of had 
never happened. That conviction has only deepened with time.” 

Chronicle attorney Pete Kennedy successfully sues the city of Austin to release 
an Austin Police Department memo summarizing the original investigation of the 
child abuse allegations against the Kellers. 

The Chronicle publishes “Believing the Children,” by Jordan Smith; Dr. Michael 
Mouw tells Smith his original medical testimony was inaccurate: “I think that if 
I had that case now, I’d probably decline to [do the exam and would] send it to an 
expert. And I would decline to testify.” 

Attorneys Keith and Cynthia Hampton file an appeal of the Kellers’ conviction. 

At a district court hearing, D.A. Lehmberg agrees the original trial was rendered 
unfair by since-retracted medical testimony: There’s a “reasonable likelihood 
that... false testimony affected the judgment of the jury and violated 
[the Kellers’] right to a fair trial.”

to be re-imprisoned for a parole violation. He 
was again free when he died, late last year. 
(If not, his case might have provided another 
avenue to exonerating the Kellers). 

Both the Kellers and Perry each passed two 
polygraphs concerning the case. According to 
the statistical probabilities, argued Hampton, 
“The probability that three people could have 
lied yet passed their polygraph examinations 
[twice] is 1.56 percent. They have all passed 
multiple polygraphs because they are telling 
the truth and are innocent.” 

Two of the three children, now adults, 
who accused the Kellers - including their 
original accuser - now say they no longer 
remember much of what happened and 
want nothing further to do with the case. 
A third, said Lehmberg, insists he still 


remembers being abused at Fran’s Day 
Care. In 1992, he was 6 years old, and 
he testified by video against the Kellers 
- but only after months of leading inter¬ 
rogations by both investigators and his 
parents. Yet Lehmberg said his continuing 
insistence that he was abused has given 
her pause. Hampton countered that the 
grown man’s imposed recollections are no 
more persuasive now than when he was 
a suborned child: “The imaginary events 
are probably emblazoned in his mind. His 
claims of magic planes, evil police, and 
cave-making machines are as unbeliev¬ 
able today as they were to the jurors who 
heard the case.” Hampton said that after 
prosecutors interviewed the man last year,

they told the attorney that his testimony 
would be completely unreliable. 

Indeed, at the time of the investigation, his 
parents had become convinced not only that 
the Kellers were guilty, but so were numerous 
investigators, police officers, random Oak 
Hill neighbors, and Travis County officials 

- including then-District Attorney Ronnie 
Earle. Earle’s guilt was suggested to them in 
part because he lived near a goat farm - not 
exactly rare in Texas, but in credulous eyes, 
carrying an implication of Satanism. 

Lehmberg said she knows that many 
of the children’s allegations were fantastic 

- that if Earle was accused of complicity, 
then presumably so was she - but has not 
been able to persuade herself that she’s 
effectively trying to prove a negative: that 
someone must be guilty, of crimes that 
never happened. “Ever since I interviewed 
that [grown] child ... I’ve just thought, how 
can I make that actual innocence decision? I 
think, right now, I’ve done everything I can.” 

“IT WAS ALL LIES” 

Although troubled by their difficult cir¬ 
cumstances, the Kellers are resilient. They 
waver between stoic, even cheerful resigna¬ 
tion and occasional expressions of resent¬ 
ment. Both have medical problems caused 
or aggravated by imprisonment, and by 
violence from other inmates and guards. 

Especially during the first decade, it was 
not routine incarceration. Both experienced 
suspicion and violence from inmates or 
guards who presumed they were guilty of 
crimes against children (amplified through 
the prison grapevine). Fran was attacked by 
four inmates who raped her with a broom 
or mop handle; she still suffers physical 
problems from that attack. On two other 
occasions, she was assaulted by guards; one 
of those attacks ended in a rape. When there 
was work in the prison fields, she sometimes 
had to run to safety from prisoners gathering 
to attack her. She still has nightmares about 
those assaults, she said, often after someone 
has asked her about her imprisonment. 

“To this very day, if anything like this 
comes up ... I still have nightmares,” Fran 
said. “[Dan’s] the one that pays for it, 
because if I’m not screaming I’m kicking 
and fighting. ... And I don’t know I even do 
this until he tells me, and he wakes me up. 
He usually wakes me up, to let me know.” 

Dan was also attacked in prison - he 
says one inmate intervened and saved his 
life when two others were about to throw 
him over a balcony to his death. Another 
time, he was waiting in line when a guard 
and an inmate inflated a latex glove and 
popped it behind his head. He already had 
one broken eardrum; the impact broke the 
other (“I went down on my knees, it hurt so 
bad”), and the absence of adequate medical 
care eventually left him deaf in that ear and 
with little hearing in the other. “My ears 
hurt so bad,” Dan recalled, “and ever since 
then, [my hearing] went downhill.” Prison 
doctors, the Kellers said, also knew of their 
charges and would send them away without 
treatment. “They would treat other people 
for the same thing,” said Fran, “but they 


would just - we were shut out: ‘Nothing, we 
can’t help you.’ Because when you go to the 
doctor, it’s right there on the screen, your 
case, what you’re in for.” 

Both have continuing difficulty access¬ 
ing or affording health care. Fran: “[Dan’s] 
knees are really bad. He needs surgery, but 
we can’t afford it. We need specialists left 
and right to fix what’s wrong from here ... 
but we can’t afford it.” 

Relieved to be released, and having for¬ 
given their accusers, they still ask for exon¬ 
eration and recompense. “But yes, it has 
ruined our lives,” Fran said. “All we can 
do is go day to day, and hope for the best. 
Because it is real hard out here, just living 
on Social Security. It’s really hard.” 

Dan is generally calm, even serene, and 
seems somewhat more resigned to their his¬ 
tory and situation than Fran, whose frustra¬ 


tions occasionally flare into anger. Both said 
prison became more bearable after a dozen 
years, when guards and fellow inmates 
finally realized that they were not headline 
villains but ordinary people. Fran’s daugh¬ 
ter, Donna Tamez, said Dan eventually gave 
himself entirely over to God, as reflected 
in the prayers he wrote and extraordi¬ 
nary paintings he made using only coffee 
applied with a Q-tip. “Some people get very 
angry and bitter,” Tamez said, “and some 
people turn their life over to God. If he 
wanted to keep his sanity in there, that was 
his way of dealing with it - through prayer 
and believing and having faith.” 

Tamez, along with all the other fam¬ 
ily members, said she knew immediately, 
when the charges were brought, that “none 
of it was true.” All recall the kindness and 
love for children that moved Fran and Dan 
to start a day care in the first place, and 
they can’t now understand - with the dem¬ 
onstrated lack of any evidence - why they 
have not been exonerated and compensated 
for the injustice against them. 


“Financially, their situation is not good at 
all,” Tamez said. “They strictly live off their 
Social Security, and if they didn’t have that, 
they wouldn’t have anything.” 

Jerry Keller, Dan’s brother: “They were 
falsely accused, I know that.” 

Donna, Jerry’s wife: “They deserve to be 
cleared.” 

Janie Avery, Dan’s sister: “It’s wrong and 
an injustice that their name isn’t cleared.” 

Victor Keller, Dan’s brother: “They were 
railroaded. ... The family has never doubted 
it was all lies; they should be exonerated 
and compensated.” 

“IT’S ME” 

“How can you prove that something hap¬ 
pened, when nothing happened?” Fran 
said, a question she’d like to direct to Lehm¬ 
berg. “We can’t prove we didn’t do anything, 


because there was nothing there.” That’s 
the philosophical dilemma the district 
attorney faces, as she contemplates not only 
this decades-old case still lingering on her 
desk, but her announced retirement from 
office at the end of the year - meaning that 
one important piece of her legacy, for good 
or ill, is still connected to the Keller case. 

According to Hampton, a few words 
instructing the courts and the state that “no 
credible evidence exists that the Kellers are 
guilty” for the alleged Fran’s Day Care crimes 
would serve not only to exonerate them, but 
make them eligible for compensation for 
their years of unjust imprisonment. Asked in 
January what it would take to persuade her 
to take that action, Lehmberg hesitated. 

“I can’t just answer that,” she said. “I 
can’t tell you what it would actually take. 
It’s going to take my believing that they’re 
actually innocent. And I certainly am con¬ 
flicted. ... This isn’t about my political capi¬ 
tal, or anything like that - and you’re right, 
if it’s going to happen, it’s going to be in the 
next few months.” 


She replied again, when asked on whom 
the decision rests: “It’s me.” 

If Lehmberg doesn’t act before the end of 
her term, it’s possible that the indefatigable 
Hampton will find some other avenue to get 
true and final justice for the Kellers. Both 
he and Lehmberg note that one alternative 
is a judicial pardon, and Hampton believes 
that’s a real, if more difficult, possibility. 
But Lehmberg has it within her power to 
end this ongoing injustice - in which all of 
us, as citizens of Travis County, share - now. 

However, in a brief phone conversation 
in late February, Lehmberg sounded more 
adamant that she would not be changing 
her mind, and that she “can’t imagine 
anything” that would now persuade her 
to do so. “I’m not going to retry the case, 
obviously,” she said. “So that’s about as far 
as I’m willing to go ... and I can’t retry it 
because of Mouw, mainly. I just don’t see a 
path to actual innocence on this. There’s no 
way for me to determine that they didn’t do 
it, or that a crime didn’t occur.” 

Hampton said that when he spoke to 
the district attorney last year, he tried to 
emphasize that an exoneration is not about 
pointing fingers or assessing blame, but 
about finding some way to right a terrible 
wrong. He has repeatedly offered to her an 
“unconditional,” private meeting with the 
Kellers - so she can assess for herself their 
characters, and even their potential guilt. 
“These people are innocent, and she holds 
all the keys. Why would you not meet with 
them? But she doesn’t avail herself.” 

As he recalled their conversation, “I said, 
‘We as a society did this. We as a society 
can’t turn back the clock, but by God we can 
do a little something for the Kellers, and 
this is it.’” 

Smith, whose dogged dedication to 
the Kellers’ story eventually established 
Mouw’s recantation and inspired Hampton 
to instigate Fran and Dan’s release, summed 
up her own perspective: “What happened to 
Fran and Dan Keller is a tragedy, and it is an 
ongoing tragedy. They were sent to prison 
for a crime that never even happened. At 
this point, the only person who can truly 
set this right is Rosemary Lehmberg - and 
it is her duty to do so. Prosecutors hold a 
special place in our criminal justice system. 
They’re supposed to prosecute crimes but 
also see that justice is done. In the Keller 
case, to date, Lehmberg has abdicated that 
most important part of the job.” 

Lehmberg might also find recourse and 
rightful justification for action in the words 
of Judge Cheryl Johnson: “It was not just 
Dr. Mouw who was too quick to believe. If 
he is to be blamed for the failure to provide 
[the Kellers] with a fair trial, the missteps 
of other persons and entities need to be 
examined also. We do not learn from our 
mistakes unless and until we are required 
to acknowledge those mistakes.” ■ 

Judge Cheryl Johnson’s opinion in the May 
2015 Court of Criminal Appeals ruling, grant¬ 
ing limited relief to the Kellers, is posted with 
this story online, along with attorney Keith 
Hampton’s “Suggestion for Reconsideration” of 
the Court’s limited ruling, concluding: “Justice 
has yet to be served.”

The Square Wheel of Justice 

In February, New York’s highest court finally 
said “enough” to the seemingly endless 
delays on a multimillion-dollar judgment for 
negligence that occurred 23 years ago. Linda 
Nash had sued, among others, the Port 
Authority of New York and New Jersey for inju¬ 
ries she suffered when trapped in an under¬ 
ground parking garage during the World Trade 
Center terrorist act. (No, not the one in 2001, 
but the bombing eight years before that, 
which killed six and wounded more than 
1,000). Nash was 49 that day and 72 now, 
and after winning a $5.4 million jury verdict in 
2005, endured 10 more years of appeals. In 
its final, unsuccessful motion in the case, the 
Port Authority said it had spotted a technicali¬ 
ty and that Nash should start over. 

The Continuing Crisis 

“Nostalgia,” Gone Too Far: Retired engineer 
Harry Littlewood, 68, watching workers tear 
down outdated public housing in Stockport, 
England, recently, rushed over to ask the local 
Stockport Council about recovering a “souve¬ 
nir” since the teardowns included his resi¬ 
dence growing up. The council agreed, and 
Littlewood was awarded the toilet he had 
used as a boy. “I never thought I’d see it 
again,” he mused. He said he would probably 
turn it into a planter. 

Latest Religious Messages 

Evangelicals Applaud Sexual Predator: The 
Jacksonville (Fla.) City Council was addressing 
a proposed amendment to its Human Rights 
Ordinance (one that would specifically protect 
gays, lesbians, bisexuals, and transgender peo¬ 


ple) in January when Roy Bay, 56, stood during 
the comment period and insisted that those 
kinds of lifestyle protections are what led him 
on a 20-year history of molesting one little boy 
after another. Gasps in the audience turned 
into cheers, however, when he reported that he 
had abandoned his bad self after becoming a 
“born-again child of God,” and realizing that it 
was not “acceptable” to assault kids even 
though he was raised in such an environment 
himself. (Conveniently, the crimes are not pros¬ 
ecutable because of the statute of limitations. 
Fact-checkers, including FloridaPolitics.com, are 
still investigating Bay’s claims.) 

Local governments in Taiwan’s Southwest 
Coast National Scenic Area in Chiayi province 
recently put the finishing touches on a 
55-foot-high “church” in the form of a shoe 
made from more than 300 glass panels (and 
costing the equivalent of about $680,000). 
According to a BBC News dispatch, no reli¬ 
gious services will be held there; rather, the 
church will be a destination for weddings and 
feature other events tailored for glass-slipper- 
obsessed females. 

Prosecutors in Spain finally filed charges 
this year against three women for a May 
2014 protest that was apparently aimed at 
religious intolerance of homosexuality, and 
are asking that the charges against the 
women be labeled anti-Catholic “hate” 
crimes. One judge particularly noted the anti- 
Catholic props - rosary beads, prayer lace, 
canonical hoods, and a 6-foot-high plastic 
vulva constructed to resemble the well-known 
representation of the Virgin Mary. In January, 
judges called police to court to help identify 
the women in videos of the protest. 


Unclear on the Concept 

Progressives’ Anxiety Disorder: Several stu¬ 
dents at the Ivy League’s Brown University 
complained (quoted in a February story in the 
student newspaper) that classroom work 
(ostensibly what Brown charges $50,000 a 
year in tuition for) was increasingly a burden, 
distracting them from their more important 
calling: organizing and protesting against vari¬ 
ous “injustices” on campus. Students were 
underperforming academically (and suffering 
health problems and anxiety issues) because, 
said the students, Brown still expects them 
to complete course requirements even 
though they are busy denouncing racist col¬ 
umns in the student newspaper and challeng¬ 
ing the weakness of Brown’s “diversity” poli¬ 
cies (among other targets). 

Bright Ideas 

According to a former spy for the Soviet 
Union, dictator Joseph Stalin so distrusted his 
Communist China counterpart Mao Zedong 
during the Forties that when Chairman Mao 
visited the USSR, Soviet engineers arranged 
to capture his bowel movements so that 
Stalin’s scientists could examine them chemi¬ 
cally to form a psychological profile. Spy Igor 
Atamanenko found evidence that other world 
leaders received similar treatment. Among 
the indicators: High levels of the amino acid 
tryptophan signaled the person was calm 
and approachable, and lack of potassium 
portended nervousness and insomnia. 

Williams Lake, British Columbia, has the 
most violent crime per capita for its size 
(pop. 10,800) of any town in Canada, and in 
February the city council unanimously passed 
a dramatic action plan: to inject “high risk” 
criminals with “GPS tracking” devices. The 
program was immediately denounced by priva¬ 
cy advocates, but that challenge is almost 
beside the point - since injectable GPS track¬ 
ing does not even exist. (Councilors likely 
confused implantable microchips, which con¬ 
tain data but do not track, with GPS transpon¬ 
ders, which track but only via sight-line con¬ 
tact with a satellite.) 

Perspective 

Microsoft co-founder Paul Allen (who left 
the company early, and like Bill Gates, 
became known for his philanthropy, which has 
been directed toward conservation projects 
including coral reef restorations) is the owner 
of the 300-foot yacht whose anchor in January 
accidentally crushed 14,000 square feet 
(about 80%) of the Cayman Islands’ precious 
West Bay coral reef. Harm to the islands’ eco¬ 
system, world-famous for its diversity, will not 
quickly be repaired, said officials. The MV 
Tatoosh’s business in the area was not report¬ 
ed, but Allen was not aboard. Cayman Islands 
is a popular Caribbean vacation and diving 
spot (and, of course, tax haven).

Devil of a Time 

Kier-La Janisse and Paul Corupe’s superb history Satanic 
Panic revives the Eighties in all its fearful hysteria 


able - fear, but also saw its own exploit¬ 
ative light shined, ironically, on itself in 
the 1995 HBO docudrama Indictment: The 
McMartin Trial, starring James Woods 
as a crusading attorney out to redress 
the deprivation of due process that was 
the hallmark of real-life coast-to-coast 
court cases. In his chapter “False History 
Syndrome,” Vancouver-based film writer 
Adrian Mack explains that, ultimately, 


almost always goes unmentioned. (Certainly 
this writer was unfamiliar with it.) P-Orridge 
and company were, at the time, running 
Thee Temple ov Psychick Youth, a taboo- 
shattering multimedia alliance whose early 
VHS S&M tapes caught the eye of British 
authorities. On February 15, 1992, officers 
of the Obscene Publications Squad raided 
P-Orridge’s home. 

Presumably already somewhat unhinged

There are any number of things about 
the Eighties that pop culture refuses to let 
die. Some of them are, given a proper re¬ 
examination, rather excellent: the release 
of Richard Donner’s The Goonies, the emer¬ 
gence of Nicolas Cage - in the films Valley 
Girl and Vampire’s Kiss - as an actor to rival 
global cinemaniac Klaus Kinski, and the 
whole of New Order’s sonic output. Even 
PJ. O’Rourke and Hunter S. Thompson 
were on the same philosophical Rolling 
Stone page for a time. 

Among the downsides - and there’s 
always a downside - were the notions of 
trickle-down economics for the poor (which 
eventually ended up trickling down to 
Oliver North and a covert war in Nicaragua), 
recurring flash points in the decades-long 
nuclear pissing contest between the Soviet 
Union and the West (which in turn spawned 
the equally toxic Sting track “Russians”), 
and, finally, the simultaneous rise of the 
Moral Majority and far right and often 
religious talk radio. Because the devil is, 
indeed, in the details, these two schizo¬ 
phrenic sides of the Eighties resulted in 
one of the strangest cultural uprisings of 
the 20th century, the so-called “Satanic 
Panic,” a catchall term for the virulent, 
paranoiac, and mostly North American cul¬ 
tural whiplash that rippled and then raged 
across the lower 48 and Canada beginning 
in 1980 and ending, roughly, in the early 
Nineties. 

As chronicled in Kier-La Janisse and 
Paul Corupe’s superb nonfiction examina¬ 
tion Satanic Panic: Pop-Cultural Paranoia 


in the 1980s, the turbulence and outrages 
of the preceding two decades, in conjunc¬ 
tion with the advent of Ronald Reagan’s 
“Morning in America” and an overzealous 
media desperate for bleeding leads, res¬ 
urrected the country’s on-off puritanical 
streak and aimed it directly at what would 
these days be thought of as proto-geek 
culture: MT\4 Dungeons & Dragons, hor¬ 
ror movies, heavy metal, punk rock. It 
got worse, though, with the story of the 
McMartin Preschool arrests in 1983. 

“I experienced firsthand the furor sur¬ 
rounding heavy metal as the Eighties wore 
on,” writes Janisse, “and the fear that 
covert Satanic machinations were at work 
everywhere around us - in our cartoons, 
commercials, music, movies, and most 
tragically of all, our daycares. It was a 
time of ... Richard ‘The Night Stalker’ 
Ramirez and, later, Saturday Night Live’s 
the Church Lady.” 

Human and cultural debris from the 
era still echo. As Janisse mentions, the 
infamously sordid McMartin case in 
California, during which imaginative tots 
were asked leading questions by dubi¬ 
ously credentialed psychologists and over- 
zealous prosecutors, became the lengthi¬ 
est and most expensive criminal trial in 
American history without actually result¬ 
ing in any convictions. Vaguely remem¬ 
bered by the contemporary mainstream 
media, the McMartin case triggered not 
only every parent’s worst - and least prob¬ 


the film was just a different stripe of 
BS: “In the binary world envisioned by 
the Satanic Panic, there’s either a global 
Satanic conspiracy molesting and sacrific¬ 
ing our kids or there’s an 
immense network of social 
workers and lawyers bent 
on persuading children that 
they were raped.” 

Satanic Panic: Pop- 
Cultural Paranoia in the 
1980s corrals more than 20 
writers to help explain this 
seemingly inexplicable cul¬ 
tural battle for the literal 
hearts, minds, and especially 
souls of impressionable North 
American youth. Standout 
contributors include Feral 
House’s Adam Parfrey dis¬ 
cussing his meeting with 
Church of Satan founder 
Anton LaVey, Corupe’s 
enlightening piece on how 
Christian comic book legend 
Jack Chick was drawn - no 
pun intended - into equat¬ 
ing D&D with Satanism (and 
Wiccanism, just for good mea¬ 
sure), and David Bertrand’s 
explanation of how Christian- 
themed heavy metal and punk was foment¬ 
ed to “steal the devil’s music back.” 

Writer David Flint covers the crazed 
intersection of the UK version of Satanic 
Panic via the always fascinating Genesis 
P-Orridge, co-founder of iconic industri¬ 
al/performance artrock outfits Throbbing 
Gristle and Psychic TV, and his then-part¬ 
ner Cosey Fanni Tutti. Subtitled “Britain’s 
Moral Panics, Satanic Hysteria and the 
Strange Case of Genesis P-Orridge,” Flint 
manages to fill an entire chapter with one 
of the few aspects of the Satanic Panic that 


by their ongoing but separate battle 
against VHS horror cassettes (aka “Video 
Nasties”), the OPS ended up empty-handed 
- P-Orridge and his family were traveling in 
Nepal at the time - and their 
“cult leader” hightailed it to 
California. Because he had 
committed no known crimes 
other than being an intellec¬ 
tual artiste. 

Objective hindsight on 
the Satanic Panic years was 
impossible while the hyste¬ 
ria was at fever pitch, obvi¬ 
ously, which makes Janisse 
and Corupe’s Satanic Panic 
essential reading for anyone 
even remotely interested in 
connecting the dots between 
prior instances of pop-cultur¬ 
al freakouts - such as the 
HUAC kangaroo courts that 
flourished in America in 
the Forties and Fifties, and 
in Salem, Mass., circa 1692 
- and, woe unto us, the collec¬ 
tive irrationality of contem¬ 
porary American politics cur¬ 
rently playing on your laptop. 

So did the Satanic Panic 
of the Eighties ever truly go 
away? Well, no, not entirely, and certain¬ 
ly not according to this book. The West 
Memphis Three, the vile shenanigans of 
the Westboro Baptist Church, Austin’s own 
Oak Hill Day Care debacle involving Fran 
and Dan Keller (see p.26), and the rap¬ 
idly rising societal tsunami of political 
and evangelical ultraconservatism are just 
a few obvious warning signs that hunt¬ 
ing metaphorical witches never truly goes 
out of style. The devil you say? Hardly. 
Ignorance, fear, and cultural anxieties put 
Old Scratch to shame. ■

Royal Scapesheep 

Capital T Theatre’s Marie Antoinette asks just how 
accountable the French queen is for all her actions

Marie Antoinette is a curious animal - the 
play, the character, and the historical person. 
Known in textbooks as the selfish, materi¬ 
alistic French queen who lost her head in a 
revolution, she has returned to our collec¬ 
tive awareness in recent years - most 
notably, the Sofia Coppola film - and 
also in this script from David Adjmi, 
produced now by Capital T Theatre. 

Indigo Rael plays the queen in 
this character-driven drama, which 
evolves from a stylized 
biographical work into 
a play of ideas. In the 
first scene, we see 
Marie Antoinette a few 
years into her queen- 
ship. She’s been in France long enough to 
adjust to the trauma of having been harshly 
separated from her native Austria, but she’s 
still barely in her 20s and has yet to bear any 
children to her husband, the king (Nicholas 
Mills). As she stands center stage, flanked 
by her ladies-in-waiting Lamballe (Claire 
Grasso) and Polignac (Uyen-Anh Dang), she 
represents an archetype which infuriated the 
French of the 1700s and seems to hit the 
American public in that sweet spot between 


revulsion and fascination. She lacks the intel¬ 
lectual tools to grasp the perilous nature of 
her situation, but she perceives her funds as 
limitless and never hears the word “no.” That 
she is a young woman with immense privi¬ 
lege makes her even more of a target, 
then and now. 

As time moves forward and Marie 
gives birth to the children demanded 
of her, she takes tiny steps forward 
in developing a sense of empathy and 
an intellect. Flowever, 
events outpace her 
growth as a person, and 
she and her family are 
stripped of their royalty 
and, soon enough, their 
lives. The costumes (cleverly designed by 
Talena Martinez) make this clear enough, 
with subsequent layers of artifice removed 
from Marie as the revolution gains ground. 

To what extent history should hold Marie 
Antoinette accountable for her actions 
becomes the central and most relevant ques¬ 
tion asked in the production. In this play, 
she was born a princess in an age when 
European royalty enjoyed vast wealth at the 
expense of the people, but what she enjoyed

in material riches she was denied in human 
relationships. Can she bear total responsibil¬ 
ity for living an opulent life at the expense of 
starving masses when she has always lived 
under the central tenet that this system rep¬ 
resents the divine order? 

In a sense, this debate - seen here between 
Marie Antoinette and a talking sheep (Matt 
Frazier) who appears periodically throughout 
the narrative - is one that is echoed through¬ 
out the contemporary political sphere. To what 
extent is an individual held accountable for all 
her actions, and how much do we forgive due 
to circumstances? It’s also a difficult debate 
to realize fully, when one of the two parties 
has trouble grasping the depth of her own arc 
until nearly the end, if at all. 


The ensemble here is strong, including 
several accomplished performers who were 
new to this reviewer. The production also 
represents the directorial debut of Rosalind 
Faires (a Chronicle contributor and daughter 
of Chronicle Arts editor Robert Faires and 
Chronicle contributor Barbara Chisholm), 
who finds a good pace for the story at hand. 
Leslie Turner’s set design assists in convey¬ 
ing the worsening of circumstances, although 
the technical execution doesn’t fulfill the con¬ 
cept’s potential. 

Marie Antoinette is a thoughtful dissection 
of a complicated character. The play is not 
history, and it doesn’t try to be. It’s a story 
that presents the opportunity for self-reflec¬ 
tion, if only one were fully able.

Were slacks a good idea for a first date? 

Is Mom’s decision to spend every Christmas 
by herself in Barbados a measure of how 
little she loves her kids? Such questions may 
have never bedeviled Madama Butterfly or 
Don Giovanni - or the protagonists of Jake 
Heggie’s operas Dead Man Walking and Moby- 
Dick, for that matter - but that doesn’t mean 
they aren’t the stuff of opera. For as inconse¬ 
quential as they may look in print, in Heggie’s 
chamber works At the Statue of Venus and 
Three Decembers, just mounted together at 
the University of Texas’ Butler Opera Center, 
they become springboards to the larger ques¬ 
tion “What is it to be loved?” And that’s been 
at the heart of opera since the form was born. 

In the case of Rose, the heroine of At 
the Statue of Venus, the sartorial inquiry is 
prompted by her desire to make a positive 
first impression on the stranger she’s agreed 
to meet by the titular sculpture. Her worry 
that she won’t and his lateness give her time 
to notice all the women in the museum - 
both those walking and talking and the still 
ones represented in paint and marble by 
Titian, Matisse, Monet, Chagall, et al. - and 
to slide down a rabbit hole of apprehension, 
self-doubt, and second-guessing her deci¬ 
sions. Will he like me? Will I like him? Why 
did I agree to this? It’s that rapid downward 
spiral of the modern urban mating ritual 
made familiar by writers from Woody Allen to 
Stephen Sondheim, expressed here in the 
neurotic anxiety of Terrence McNally’s words 
layered over Heggie’s nerve-jangled music. 

But just when Rose is ready to walk out of 
the museum without seeing this man she 
doesn’t know, she ponders what she might 
miss by leaving: love. She recalls being loved 
as a child, the safety of it, the hope it gave 
her, and that memory melts the cool disqui¬ 
etude of the metropolitan sophisticate and 
warms her to us watching and to the promise 
of possibility. The work asks a lot of its sole 
performer in 20 minutes - a range of feel¬ 
ings in swift succession, from jitters to pique 
to peace; comic timing; vocal and physical 
expressiveness; stamina; and, not least, the 
ability to hold a stage alone for a third of an 
hour - but on March 4, Chan Yang Lim rose 
to the challenge, deftly negotiating Rose’s 


hairpin turns of emotion, landing the laughs, 
and, especially, kindling a flame of comfort 
and optimism in that recollection of being “a 
lucky, lucky child.” 

Remembrances of childhood, and spe¬ 
cifically of the security felt in a father’s 
arms, also played a prominent role in Three 
Decembers, where adult siblings Beatrice 
and Charlie commiserate over their less- 
than-effusive relationship with their mother, a 
stage actress of some renown. Their father, 
who died when both were still quite young, is 
a hazy figure, but the two cling to what few 
memories they have of him, in part because 
the warmth they offer helps to stave off the 
chill from their self-involved, spotlight-loving 
mama. Heggie and librettist Gene Scheer 
- the composer’s collaborator on Moby- 
Dick - track the family across two decades 
in 10-year intervals, during which Bea takes 
refuge from her unhappy marriage in a bottle 
and Charlie must deal with his lover’s fight 
with - and death from - AIDS, all while moth¬ 
er Maddy enjoys more success on Broadway. 
In time, the friction among the three leads 
Maddy to reveal hidden truths about Bea 
and Charlie’s father, which upend their cozy 
memories and force them to reconsider who 
in their family loved them and how. With just 
a trio of characters and a tight focus on blood 
ties, connection is crucial, and Julia Taylor 
and Jawan Jenkins conveyed not only a sense 
of individual frustration and resentment with 
their absent mother, but the shared bonds 
of siblings who suffer the pain of such a 
situation together. And while Ellie Shattles 
may have looked more like a sister than a 
mother to her fellow performers, she pro¬ 
jected Maddy’s maddening vanity and lack of 
engagement in her children’s lives. Thus, this 
Three Decembers was rife with sharp edges. 
Still, Heggie’s music repeatedly points toward 
resolution, and one does come, albeit after 
Maddy’s death, at a memorial service for her 
on Broadway. But she being a star, of course 
she’s present for it, and this being opera, she 
sings. And after 90 minutes of familial dis¬ 
cord and grief, the voices of Shattles, Taylor, 
and Jenkins intertwining in harmony was not 
only sweet but a reassuring sound of what it 
is to be loved. - Robert Faires

You’ve been to a farmers’ market, yes? 
Maybe you’ve been to more than one. Maybe 
you’ve been to several in such tight succes¬ 
sion that they’ve begun to haunt your dreams, 
your nightly oneiric realm flooded with the 
imagery of edible vegetation, the botanical 
panoply of colors all translucent and vivid: 
some pond-bound naiad’s memory of stained 
glass windows. 

If so, Jan Heaton has been in your dreams 
like Freddy Krueger’s lawful-good sister and 
has reproduced your visions in watercolors 
that fill the Davis Gallery’s main room with 
delicate, rhythmic beauty on sheet after over¬ 
sized sheet of artist-grade paper. 

Of course, we’re being all poetic-license 
here. Of course, those are Heaton’s visions 
from her own farmers’ market sojourns, now 
rendered in “The Market” exhibition with a 
lyrical precision that dances within the rep¬ 
resentational spectrum between abstraction 
and realism. (Most of Heaton’s work wreaks 
a visual terpsichore in that liminal zone, an 
area as appropriate to watercolor as water- 
color is to Heaton’s often floral choice of sub¬ 
ject.) And so we’re treated to large expanses 
carefully stained with images that aren’t 
merely approximations of limes and clemen¬ 
tines and watermelons and Swiss chard and 
artichokes and so on, but that are also depic¬ 
tions of the essence of those plants. 


At times straight-up illustrating a single 
vegetal cross-section (Watermelon Radish), at 
times opting to translate a plant’s appearance 
into a scattered quadrille of color and rhythm 
(■Squash Blossom), Heaton brings her inspira¬ 
tions into the waking world with such evoca¬ 
tive skill that you might think you’re walking 
through a dream. One grounding factor is also 
a sort of budget-friendly bonus for the less 
financially padded collectors among us: In the 
midst of the gallery’s array of big paintings - 
each 20” x 30” and even larger - is a wall fea¬ 
turing a grid devoted to the artist’s tinier (3” x 
3”) studies of what she’s seen at the market. 

All these works are originals, to be sure, 
the big and the small; and it might seem 
gauche to mention anything about wallpaper, 
considering the state of wallpaper in these 
benighted times. But your reviewer looks 
at the plant-celebrating loveliness of what 
Heaton has done with aqueous pigments on 
paper and can’t help but wish William Morris 
were still around so that the two of them 
could collaborate on a project or two, or that 
the master of Kelmscott Manor might produce 
limited-edition, room-enveloping swaths of 
Heaton’s finest forays into pattern and shade. 

But, yeah, you’re right: Why gild the lily 
when Jan Heaton rendering it (or just about 
anything) in watercolor will more effectively 
enhance its beauty? - Wayne Alan Brenner

Big State Fountain Grill is an old- 
fashioned soda fountain in the purest 
sense of the word. The soda jerks (and I 
use the term lovingly) make a shake 
thick enough to eat with a spoon, and 
the short-order grill turns out a burger big 
enough to satisfy most any appetite. 

With the colorful checkered linoleum 
floor and chrome-accented tables and 
chairs, the restaurant looks like a place 
out of Happy Days, complete with an old 
jukebox in the corner. A lot of red Naugas 
gave their hides to cover all those stools 
around the horseshoe-shaped bar. 

The soda fountain has anchored Irving’s 
old central business district since it opened 
in 1948 as a drugstore. In 2014, Rick and 
Susan Fairless expanded the business and 
menu into a fun destination, with a larger 
kitchen replacing the pharmacy. They also 
offer a selection of classic candies not found 
at most candy counters and an eclectic 
assortment of Texas souvenirs and gifts.

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SOCCER WATCH BY NICK BARBARO 


The Major League Soccer season opened with a bang 
Sunday, with all 20 teams in action in 10 games. Orlando 
City led all clubs with a crowd of 60,147 - the fifth highest 
attendance in the world over the weekend. The league-wide 
average of 26,152 fans put MLS sixth in the world for the 
weekend, ahead of the French, Italian, and Dutch leagues, 
among others. And the action on the field didn’t disappoint: 

36 total goals, no scoreless ties, eight multi-goal games, 
some lovely play, and dramatic finishes. Once again, 

Orlando led the way, with not one, but two stoppage-time 
tallies to snatch an improbable tie with Salt Lake. 

That all came days after the midweek drubbing by Liga 
MX in the CONCACAF Champions League quarterfinals, 
as all four MLS entrants lost to Mexican teams by multi¬ 
goal margins. The semifinals kick off March 15-16, with Queretaro hosting Tigres on 
Tuesday, and Santos Laguna hosting Club America in Torreon on Wednesday, both at 
9pm. Return legs are on Tuesday, April 5, with the two-leg final April 20 and 27. The 
Champions League winner gets to play in the FIFA Club World Cup in Japan at the end of 
the year. See the complete schedule at www.concacaf.com. 

Half of the European Champions League quarterfinal field is set, as Real Madrid, 
Wolfsburg, Benfica, and Paris St. Germain all advanced this week. The other four will 
be decided next Tue.-Wed., March 15-16, with all games shown live on Fox Sports 1 & 2 - 
at 2:45pm this week, after daylight saving time has started here, but not in Europe. 

San Antonio FC now has both season tickets and single-game tickets on sale, as they 
continue to build toward the season opener April 3 in Seattle, and the home opener April 9, 
in their inaugural season in USL.

Lady Horns Come Up Short 

No. 4 Baylor (33-1, 17-1 Big 12) still has 
the number of seventh-ranked Texas (28-4, 
15-3 Big 12), earning yet another Big 12

son title. Just never quite able to get over 
the Baylor hump, the Horns have lost all 
three matchups this year, including a 74-48 
crushing in the season finale.

Texas 
is still stacked, and likely to land a No. 2 
seed. They’re equipped to make a significant 
run, perhaps into the Final Four - as long as 
they stay clear of Baylor, whom they haven’t 
beaten since 2010.

Defensive Player of the Year, based on her 
dominant, season-long play on the boards 
(9.5 per game in Big 12 play) and blocks 
(3.6). She also earned her second consecu¬ 
tive All-Big 12 First Team nod, as well as 
unanimous All-Big 12 Defense selection. 


Isaiah Taylor picked up a First Team nod 
in the Men’s selection, with Javan Felix mak¬ 
ing Honorable Mention. Eric Davis Jr. and 
Kerwin Roach Jr. made All-Newcomer. 

Horns Begin Their March 

The Longhorns are forecasted as a No. 6 
seed in the NCAA tournament - seeding 
that could improve, depending on their 
showing at this week’s Big 12 Tournament 
in Kansas City. On Thursday, they lock up 
with a team that’s given them fits - fifth- 
seeded Baylor. Back in February, the 
Bears’ bigger, meaner front line bossed 
Texas around the full 94 feet, in a 78-64 
thrashing - the final score actually closer 
than the game tape says. 

Fortunately for the young Horns, their own 
bully will be back on the black, and just in 
time. Cameron Ridley could return this week, 
with coach Shaka Smart proclaiming he’s 
“really, really optimistic” about Ridley’s return. 
Smart told ESPN : “It depends on how he 
responds, but he’s not definitely out [for the 
Big 12 tournament]. It all depends on how he 
does and how he feels later this week.”

Review: NaiNai 

SIMPLE DOESN’T MEAN PLAIN AT 
SINGAPOREAN TRAILER 


In the current Austin food bacchanal, sim¬ 
plicity can sometimes impress more than 
spectacle, and new additions to our relatively 
limited global palate can seem like a revela¬ 
tion. There’s not much to Hainanese chicken 
rice, a dish served at coffee shops and hawk¬ 
er centers throughout Singapore. The main 
components are just as listed - chicken and 
rice, served with cucumbers, chile, minced 
garlic, soy, and an aromatic broth on the side. 
Artless, yes, but not skill-less. 

It’s a wonder, then, that the dish is a rarity 
on Austin menus. In cooler 
weather, it is as comforting as 
pho or ramen. During allergy 
season, it is flavorful enough to 
cut through a stuffy nose. And 
on a spring afternoon, it is light 
enough for lunch. Charles Hall, 
the owner of the NaiNai food 
trailer on East Seventh, got his 
recipe from the trailer’s namesake nainai, his 
grandmother Mimi. The soup comes in two ver¬ 
sions (both $10). NaiNai chicken rice is served 
as a prepared soup, the way Hall ate it growing 
up, and Hainan chicken rice comes traditional¬ 
ly with the broth on the side. Either way, the 
home-cooked soul remains in the dish. There’s 
none of the excessive salinity of commercial 
broth or the dull simulacra of bouillon cubes. 

The poached chicken and jasmine rice, 
though both nicely prepared, are mostly a 



tabula rasa. For more oomph, mix soy with 
the provided “sauce,” made with chile, 
minced garlic, and ginger. The only real disap¬ 
pointment here is that the trailer uses com¬ 
mercial packs of Kikkoman instead of a 
robust Chinese dark soy, but that’s a quibble. 
There are not even those very minor reserva¬ 
tions about the confit chicken wings ($2 per 
wing). A lemon pepper dry rub - made more 
sophisticated with ginger - takes the place of 
breading. It’s so full of flavor that it doesn’t 
need the spicy ranch sauce, but few Texans 
are going to turn that down. 

Many food trucks bite off more 
than they can chew, so Hall’s 
devotion to doing two things well 
is admirable. Still, a little more 
choice would be nice. In many 
hawker stalls, add-ons such as 
liver, kidney, and tofu are 
offered, along with a variety of 
chicken cuts. Hall does offer Japanese onsen 
eggs ($2), which add some richness for those 
wanting a heartier dish, and that break from 
tradition (hard-boiled eggs are more common) 
presents an opportunity. Non-doctrinaire add¬ 
ons like fish balls or chashu pork could provide 
the variety that will help ensure customers keep 
coming back for more. There’s some indication 
that’s just the plan. Of late, NaiNai has been 
offering specials with beef short ribs, fried 
eggs, and chicken katsu. - Brandon Watson

Review: Don Japanese 
Food Truck 

A GOOD VALUE THAT’S ALSO JUST GOOD 


Even in a town as fond of lollygagging as 
ours, it is worth noticing when each day at 
about 11:30am, a swarm of people (most¬ 
ly UT students) gather on a concrete lot. 
The focus of this particular ritual is Don, 
an unassuming Japanese food truck 
parked (oddly) beside udon restaurant 
Daito, which has been drawing enviable 
crowds since opening, largely based on 
word-of-mouth. 

Part of that buzz is the price, certainly. 
You can get lunch and leftovers for around 
$10, an increasing rarity in this town 
regardless of location. But cheap doesn’t 
necessarily invite repeat business, and 
Don’s cult wasn’t solely 
built on value. Yes, a $5 
order of chicken kara-age 
includes enough tender 
pieces for a full table, but 
at $5 they still could have 
sold scads without giving 
East Side King a run for its 
money (we’ll have to con¬ 
sider that one in a future 
AC Food Fight). 

That quality continues to the donburi, 
the main event at the trailer. Each of the 
five bowls has the same basic compo¬ 
nents: rice, iceberg lettuce (we would pre¬ 
fer cabbage), a protein and sauce, nori, 
pickled ginger, and shallots and/or green 
onions. The least impressive of the batch 
are the pan-seared chicken ($5) and the 
highly seasoned ground beef ($7), both 
drizzled with a sweetish teriyaki. Neither 
are bad, nor even mediocre, but they don’t 


do a good job of competing against the other 
three donburi. Only the most rabid One 
Direction fans screamed for Louis and Liam. 

But then there’s the meltingly tender pork 
belly ($9). The natural sweetness of the meat 
pairs perfectly with the mild sour of the sauce 
(tamarind?) and the brine of the nori. The Don 
($5) is equally well-prepared, offering a choice 
of chicken or pork breaded with panko. Of the 
two proteins, the tonkatsu excels - its texture 
somewhere near German schnitzel. The best 
of the bunch is the Veggie King ($5) with 
plump squares of agedashi tofu. That dish is 
made even more precious from its scarcity: It 
took two in-person visits and three Favors 
before I could sample it 
before it sold out. It stands 
up well on its own, but the 
adders ($1 each) work with it 
nicely. We especially like the 
half of sliced avocado and the 
oozy onsen egg. 

But the best thing about Don 
(and many of the latest crop 
of “it” trailers) is that it is a 
much-needed expansion of our culinary identi¬ 
ty. The sameness of our culinary scene is our 
greatest roadblock to being a true world-class 
food city. By selling out on a nearly daily 
basis, Don proves that Austin is ready for 
more diversity (both in cuisine and price 
point). Restaurateurs would do well to remem¬ 
ber that the next time they start considering 
opening another upscale New American con¬ 
cept. Don’s fan base proves there is room in 
the city for food that is just good.

Richard Linklater 
Gets the Mondo 
Treatment 

Local gallery pays tribute with a new poster exhibit

Think film and Austin, and you think Richard 
Linklater. Think film posters and Austin, and you 
think Mondo. So when the local printmasters 
announced that this SXSW season would see them 
host “No Longer / Not Yet: A Tribute to Richard 
Linklater,” their first-ever show dedicated to the 
work of the director of Before Sunrise and Boyhood, 
there’s only one question: What took so long? 

“It’s something that we’ve talked about doing for 
years and years,” said Mondo Creative Director 
Mitch Putnam, “and we finally had a slot open up for 
SXSW where we didn’t have a big studio project.” 
That first weekend of SXSW has seen several of the 
gallery’s biggest shows: Game of Thrones in 2013, 
Disney in 2014, and Mondo regular Jason Edmiston’s 
solo show in 2015. It only made sense to save the big 
weekend for a suitably high-profile show. Putnam 
said, “South by Southwest was the only week of the 
year that we ever thought would be appropriate to 
do it. It’s such an Austin thing to do.” 


It’s a unique cinematic legacy that Mondo has to 
catch, of a filmmaker whose career is synonymous 
with the city. Putnam said, “Some of the posters are 
more Austin-centric than others, but in all of them 
we tried to represent the films as best we could, and 
do what we would want to buy.” 

While the pairing and the timing all seem like a 
natural fit - especially with Linklater’s latest, 
Everybody Wants Some, opening SXSW Film the 
night before the exhibition opens - it also presented 
a peculiar challenge for the print house. Much of 
their reputation was built on creating art inspired by 
big action movies, or iconic and visually striking 
scenes. “You get a film like Escape From New York, 
it’s very obvious that artists will work with that 
well,” Putnam said. “With Linklater films, they’re so 
focused on human interaction that it’s kind of hard 
to hire artists who can convey that in their work, and 
that’s not everybody.” 

The most natural fit, according to Putnam, was 
putting the psychedelic tendencies of James Flames 
to work on Dazed and Confused : “I think that his 
work has a lot of childhood wonder in it, and story¬ 
book whimsy, and I think that film has a lot of that. 
It’s very nostalgic.” Similarly, Phantom City 
Creative was selected to adapt the faux-documenta¬ 
ry style of Bernie, which is one of Putnam’s favorite 
deep cuts of Linklater’s filmography. “It’s a very 
atypical film for him, and a lot of people don’t know 
he directed it.” 

Of course, everybody was lining up to depict 
Everybody Wants Some, not least because they’d get 
early access to the movie. There was one slight prob¬ 
lem for Putnam and his crew: They had to pick an 
artist before they’d seen the film. Knowing that 
Linklater was aiming for a spiritual successor to 
Dazed, they went with UK artist Matt Taylor. He’s no 
stranger to creating art for character-driven pieces, 
having brought unexpected dynamism to The 
Breakfast Club for Mondo. He’s also not the only 
international creator on board, as Australians We 
Buy Your Kids were selected to illustrate seminal 
Austin film Slacker. Putnam called Linklater’s 
debut “a really hard film to pair with an artist, but 
we thought that their crazy style matched that crazy 
film really well.” 

The gallery team won’t get a chance to rest on 
their laurels after the show, or even spend much 
time out in the South By crowds. Three days after

the Linklater show closes, they’ll be opening “House 
Party”: original works with a fixed price of $200 per 
piece, with one-of-a-kind works from 102 artists. 
Putnam said, “It will also probably be our longest 
line outside the gallery. I’m expecting mayhem.” ■

You don’t have to be from out of town to Fest like a pro

From star-studded world premieres to 
scrappy micro-indies, the South by Southwest 
Film Festival shows it all over the course 
of nine days, March 13-21. See our special 
SXSW Film and Interactive supplement in 
this issue for film previews, interviews with 
participating filmmakers, and other event 
highlights. Coverage will also continue in 
next week’s print issue and be posted online 
daily at austinchronicle.com. And while 
we’re parsing out links and addresses, follow 
us for up-to-the-minute news on Twitter 
@ACScreens and @ChronSXSW, and you 
can sign up for our online SXSW Daily 
Edition newsletter on the Chronicle 
website, too. 

Tips for Austin locals: It’s not nec¬ 
essary to purchase a badge in order 
to partake in the film screenings. Film 
wristbands, good for all the festival screen¬ 
ings, can be purchased for $95 online or at 
Waterloo Records. Additionally, for the first 
time this year, second-half-only wristbands 
are also available for $65, which cover the 
dates March 15-19 - good for those looking 
for something more to do once the Music 
Festival starts, although keep in mind that 
Music badge holders will be admitted to films

playing in the 24 Beats per Second section. 
Space permitting, single-admission tickets will 
be sold at every screening. SXSW has a lot of 
good information on its website that covers 
just about everything you need to know about 
attending the screenings - from how the line¬ 
ups work to when you should arrive. 

Be smart about your selections. The 
best chances of getting into screenings 
using a single-admission ticket are going 
to be at the larger venues - which include 
the Paramount Theatre, the Vimeo Theater 
at the Austin Convention Center, and 
the Topfer Theatre at ZACH. The film 
crowds also thin out a little bit once 
the SXSW Music Festival gets under 
way midweek, so aiming to attend a 
film’s second or third screening might 
work better than targeting its debut 
screening. Check out the Chronicle’s Film 
Venue Guide for extra insight. Every loca¬ 
tion also has a venue status board, which 
provides up-to-date info about the line sta¬ 
tus. Red means full, yellow means hurry, 
and green means go. The status boards are 
also available when you’re out and about via 
the SXSW Go mobile app. You can build your 
schedule on the app and sync it with your 
mobile devices, as well as get status boards 
and other timely info.

Another tip that not all Austinites realize 
is that it’s also possible to enjoy the SXSW 
Film Festival without ever going Downtown. 
The Marchesa Hall & Theatre and Alamo 
Drafthouse Slaughter Lane are both desig¬ 
nated as satellite screening locations, and 
are away from all the Downtown commotion. 

Also free to the public are the Community 
Screenings sponsored by the Austin Film 
Society, the Austin School of Film, and the 
Rainforest Partnership. Also, new this year 
are the free Outdoor Screenings on the Long 
Center Terrace. Saturday night presents 
“Heavy Metal Parking Lot” and the 10th anni¬ 
versary screening of festival favorite Darkon ; 
Sunday night Smokey and the Bandit - pre¬ 


sented by the Bandit himself, Burt Reynolds - 
will screen; and Monday the Cartoon Network 
presents an episode of their newly reimagined 
The Powerpuff Girls. Registration for the free 
SXSW Guest Pass is required. Get more 
details about everything at www.sxsw.com. 

Ultimately, there’s only so much you can 
glean from online tools, capsule descrip¬ 
tions, and Chronicle suggestions. You need 
to don your explorer caps and go forth armed 
with information, instincts, and gut feelings. 
Perhaps the best tip I can impart? Don’t for¬ 
get about Daylight Saving on Saturday night. 
Set those clocks ahead or risk missing the 
cutoff for getting breakfast tacos on your way 
to your Sunday activities. Enjoy.

O THE CLUB

Chile’s submission for Best Foreign 
Language Film in the 2016 Oscars is a grim 
indictment of the Catholic Church, and, spe¬ 
cifically, the church’s sinful strategy of moving 
known pedophile priests from one diocese to 
another or, as here, sending them into exile 
while simultaneously keeping a pontifical eye 
on them. Director Larraih ( Tony Manero) and 
his director of photography Sergio Armstrong 


have made a visually striking film about the 
inherently corruptive nature of organized 
religious institutions and the strange lengths 
those institutions will go to obscure the truth. 

Set at a perpetually overcast beachside 
cottage for disgraced priests, the film gradu¬ 
ally introduces to us the intimacies of these 
four men and their female housekeeper and 
overseer, Sister Monica (Zegers). They tend 
the garden, smoke and drink wine with their 
meals, and train a greyhound for the local dog 
races. Nonetheless, their lives are strictly reg¬ 
imented - they have to watch the races from 
atop a distant hilltop, with binoculars. All in 
all, it seems more like some odd clubhouse 
than what it’s supposed to be: a prison for 
Christianity’s most wayward disciples. 

Led by bespectacled Father Vidal (Castro), 
the household’s preternatural calm is upset 
by the arrival of yet another morally bankrupt 
priest, Father Lazcano (Soza). He is accom¬ 
panied by an emissary from the church, who 
notably refers to the group as a community 
and to the house as a shelter and a house of 
prayer. “This house is very important to the 
church,” he explains. Important, it becomes 


immediately clear, because it keeps the 
church’s dirty secrets out of the direct line 
of sight (and thought) of not only the parish¬ 
ioners but, indeed, the world at large. This 
group home isn’t a shelter for the accused 
but for the church itself. It should be noted 
here that although The Club focuses on 
Catholicism, the story could easily be seen 
through the lens of any organized religion. 

Lest I give the impression that Larraih 
has crafted an epically dour downer of a 
film, there are moments of ghastly levity, as 
when the assembled priests greet Father 
Lazcano by saying that, had they but known 
of his arrival, they would have thrown some 
“meat” on the grill. “Did you bring any sau¬ 
sages, Father?” one priests quips. Like I 
said, it’s humor of the most disturbing sort. 
Lazcano’s arrival also attracts the attention 
of one of the young boys - now a grown 
man - whom he had molested. In a truly 
horrific sequence, the man plants himself 
outside the house and, while shouting at the 
top of his voice, lists in excruciating detail 
the exact nature of the padre’s offenses. 
Extreme violence ensues. 
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The next, and final, houseguest is Father 
Garcia (Alonso), a Jesuit psychologist sent by 
the Vatican for reasons initially unclear. Is he 
there to close down this group home, or has 
he arrived to simply clear away any traces - 
physical, mental, or otherwise - of the previ¬ 
ously mentioned violence. 

The Club isn’t an easy film to sit through 
(certainly not if the viewer is Catholic) but it’s 
a dramatically important and deeply contem¬ 
porary piece of work. With the Boston-centric 
Spotlight winning the Best Picture Oscar, it 
can be perilously easy to mentally confine 
such religious predations to (mostly) our own 
shores. Larrafn’s film reminds us, in often 
frighteningly personal and cringeworthy ways, 
that these darkest of deeds and the result¬ 
ing betrayals of trust have happened and 
presumably continue to happen wherever the 
priesthood exists, and whenever the leaders 
of any organized religion attempt to sweep 
sin under the rug.

Centering on the lives and loves of a hand¬ 
ful of Brooklynites in the near future, Benjamin 
Dickinson’s second feature is a whip-smart 
comedy that digs into the notion of how desire 
mixed with technology can turn people into 
vain, emotionally isolated assholes. The film 


received Special Jury Recognition for Visual 
Excellence at SXSW 2015. 

David (Dickinson) is a beleaguered ad 
exec, who is working on a new marketing 
campaign for Augmenta (think Google Glass 
meets Oculus Rift), and endlessly pops pills 
emblazoned with mathematical symbols 
denoting their effect. David’s relationship 
with his yoga-instructor girlfriend Juliette 
(Zehetner) has grown strained, and he is 
beginning to become jealous of his best 
friend Wim (Gill), a supremely narcissistic 
fashion photographer. Or, more to the point, 
David has become obsessed with Wim’s girl¬ 
friend Sophie (Alexia Rasmussen) - so much 
so that he re-creates her as an avatar in the 
virtual world of Augmenta. As he succumbs 
to his virtual fantasies, his life falls apart 
around him. 

If this sounds like an episode of Charlie 
Brooker’s Black Mirror, you’re not far off. 
Creative Control has a knowing, caustic wit, 
and it’s not afraid to go to pitch-black places. 
There’s no one to root for, and that is a good 
thing. It’s to their skill that Dickinson, with 
co-writer Micah Bloomberg, have you laughing 
all the way through, and then deftly take it 
away in the final scene. This is a look at con¬ 
temporary alienation you won’t soon forget.

THE OTHER SIDE 
OF THE DOOR

As far as the plot goes, there’s nothing 
that surprises in The Other Side of the Door, 
a horror film in which a grief-stricken mother 
opens a forbidden portal between the living 
and the dead. However, atmospherically, this 
film forges a subgenre that can be best- 
described as Hindu Gothic. A portentous 
Gothic gloom hangs over the film, replete 
with eerie sounds and imagery that spook 
more than scare the characters. Yet the 
Mumbai-set tale is stocked with figures of 
Hindu gods and other iconography, ampli¬ 
fied by the bereaved husband’s career as 
an antiquities dealer. It makes for a blend I 
don’t recall ever seeing before. 

The story, however, you’ve seen a hun¬ 
dred times over. It’s one of those movies in 
which as soon as the words, “You must not 
open the door,” are uttered, you can predict 
everything that will follow (that is, unless you 


weren’t already clued in by the film’s title). 
Maria (Callies) and Michael (Sisto), are an 
American couple who decide at the start of 
the film to start a family and stay in Mumbai 
to raise their children. Shortly thereafter, a 
terrible accident takes place in which Maria 
is forced to make a horrific Sophie’s Choice. 
Unable to emotionally recover, Maria follows 
the suggestion of her servant Piki (Pillai) 
about visiting a portal where there is a very 
thin line between the living and the dead, so 
that she can say a final goodbye to her dead 
son. But Maria makes the same dumb choice 
that women always make in horror films 
when they disobey specific instructions to 
not go into the basement, the woods, et al. 
Afterward, all hell, quite literally, breaks loose. 

Effective performances by the principals 
are unable to surmount the movie’s many cli¬ 
ches, although the actors render them more 
endurable. A more evocative title for this 
Hindu Gothic might be: Mommies Shouldn't 
Play With Dead Things.

As war comedies go, Whiskey Tango Foxtrot 
is no M*A*S*H*, but it still surpasses other 
recent comedies of this ilk, such as last 
year’s Rock the Kasbah and Our Brand Is 
Crisis. Adapted from journalist Kim Barker’s 
first-hand account in the book The Taliban 
Shuffle: Strange Days in Afghanistan and 
Pakistan, Whiskey Tango Foxtrot has been 
fashioned by Tina Fey’s writing partner Robert 
Carlock as a vehicle for the popular come¬ 
dian. The first alteration in WTF is to change 
the character’s name from Kim Barker to Kim 
Baker - presumably to create more creative 
distance between the book and the movie. 

The humor here is more wry than har-har, 
which is a relief after Fey’s Sisters, which 


was released just three months ago. That’s 
probably the correct course to take since 
American boots are still hoofing the ground 
there, albeit in smaller numbers. In fact, WTF 
is more a story about a woman’s decision 
to disrupt her career path in order to shake 
up her life, and has little to do with finding 
or keeping a mate (although Baker is hardly 
starved for male companionship in the film). 
Before seizing the opportunity to become a 
war correspondent, Baker worked as a news 
writer and producer in a bland but safe U.S. 
office. She finds purpose, adventure, and a 
good time in Kabul, and in time falls victim to 
the adrenaline rushes that other war report¬ 
ers have been known to chase. Interesting 
are the film’s contrasts between the daytime 
horrors of life during wartime and the night¬ 
time gaiety indulged in by the international 
corps of reporters, who all seem to lodge in 
the same frat-house-style boarding house. 
They refer to the strange atmosphere they 
dwell in as the Kabubble. 

The film shares some of the similarly serio¬ 
comic awkwardness that writers/co-directors 
Glenn Ficarra and John Requa evidenced 
in such previous films as / Love You Phillip 
Morris and Crazy, Stupid, Love.. Although 
they’re only on board as the co-directors for 
WTF, they’re unable to delineate a clear path 
through the chaos and Kabubble, but it’s 
easy to see why Fey would turn to them fol¬ 
lowing their direction of funnymen Jim Carrey 
in Phillip Morris and Steve Care 11 in Crazy, 
Stupid, Love., middlingly successful though 
these films were. The film’s casting choices 
have been widely second-guessed by the 
press and the public for placing the English- 
speaking actors Christopher Abbott and 
Alfred Molina in the roles of Afghan nationals 
(despite both men turning in superlative per¬ 
formances). To this, the filmmakers might be 
wise to embrace the movie’s closing moral: 
“Embrace the suck, and move the fuck for¬ 
ward.” WTF is on the right track, even if it 
never pulls all the way in to the station.

beasts, just behind the reality of Tokyo’s Shibuya district. 
The storyline only gets more outlandish as the now-grown 
Kyuta (Sometani) finds his way back to the real world 
and falls for a kind-hearted human, but then must return 
to assist his sensei in a climactic battle for the fate of 
both worlds. With uniformly excellent animation and a 
plot that draws from both standard anime tropes and 
ancient Japanese mythology, Hosoda’s brawny, occasion¬ 
ally comical anime epic is best seen on the big screen.

Ryan 
Reynolds’ Deadpool is, in his own words, “super, but no 
hero.” He’s a chump-change mercenary (“a bad guy who 
fucks up worse guys”), who acquires self-regenerating 
powers and a horrific visage after succumbing to a pur¬ 
ported treatment for late-stage cancer. The film is as 
postmodernly self-referential as it can get, littered with 
inside jokes which should be a hoot for the average viewer 
and nirvana for Marvel connoisseurs. Reynolds (having 
previously appeared as Wade Wilson, Deadpool’s mortal 
former self in X-Men Origins: Wolverine ) is perfectly cast 
as the wisecracking Deadpool. Yet the character’s constant 
asides can get to be a bit much, and many sequences go 
on for too long. The film’s climactic battle, for instance, 
simply becomes a ceaseless slugfest - and to little effect: 
With a character like Deadpool, words alone can be 
deadly.

Chicken Shit Bingo Splits 


How you spend your Sunday is your busi¬ 
ness. Some folks go to church, some go to 
brunch, and others like to crowd around a chick¬ 
en-wire cage with a ticket in hand, hoping a hen 
drops a wet one on their number. Welcome to 
Chicken Shit Bingo, a curious local tradition, 
where you bet on bird turds while eating free 
hot dogs and listening to country music. 

Country crooner Dale Watson, who’d wit¬ 
nessed the poultry parallel of a traditional 
“cow drop” in California, hatched the event 
locally in 2000 at the Little Longhorn Saloon. 

“We really thought it would be a novelty 
thing, maybe good for a couple months and 
wear off,” Watson admits. “Of course that 
was 16 years ago.” 

Recently, some Austinites have had their 
feathers ruffled by Watson flying the coop, leav¬ 
ing the Burnet Road saloon and starting a com¬ 
peting Chicken Shit Bingo at C-Boy’s Heart & 
Soul on South Congress. Watson confirms he’s 
sold his share of the North Austin tavern: “It 
was becoming more of a family business, so 
I said, ‘Y’all got this’ and let it go,” says the 
singer, who also holds a Chicken Shit Bingo 
at his Big T Roadhouse in St. Hedwig. 

As a result, for the past two Sundays, 
there’s been rival Chicken Shit Bingos in 
Austin - North vs. South. 



John Morthland 
1947-2016 

Music writer emeritus John 
Morthland was found dead from natural 
causes in his home in Austin on Tuesday. 
His career began in the Sixties when he 
was the first American journalist to inter¬ 
view the Rolling Stones. He went on to 
write for Rolling Stone, edit Cream, and 
author The Best of Country Music. A 
Chicago native, he was instrumental in 
shaping SXSW as the conference's first 
music panel discussion organizer and 
later wrote for Texas Monthly. Morthland 
also served as literary executor for the 
estate of his deceased friend Lester 
Bangs. He was 68. 


“Oh there’s room for two Chicken Shit 
Bingos in Austin,” he declares. “South Austin 
and North Austin are like two different cities 
nowadays. Trying to get people to cross the 
river is hard. The main comment we’ve gotten 
at C-Boy’s was people saying, 

‘I’ve always wanted to go to 
this. Now it’s close to my 
house, so I can.’” 

Little Longhorn co-owner 
Terry Gaona emphasizes 
her bar’s original brand, reit¬ 
erating the club’s status as 
the true home of CSB. 

“The Little Longhorn is the 
original home of Chicken Shit 
Sundays. That’s what every¬ 
one knows it by, and you can’t take that away 
from such a beautiful bar,” says Gaona, 
who’s related to Watson and purchased the 
Longhorn from iconic owner Ginny Kalmbach. 
“We’re trying to keep a tradition alive, and we 
are ecstatic to have the blessing of Ginny.” 

Actually, Watson’s got Kalmbach hosting 
the C-Boy’s event and, while both sides down¬ 
play any competition, there’s obvious oneup- 
manship at work. Each has its assets and 
distinctions: Little Longhorn has the kitschy 
location, a stable of performers including the

and two chickens: Ginny 
and Batman. C-Boy’s 
boasts Watson, 

Kalmbach, three chickens 
- Little Ginny, Loretta, 
and Patsy - and, according to Watson, a 
slight food variation: “Since Steve 
Wertheimer owns C-Boy’s, the hot dogs had 
to be kosher.” 

Next week, Dale records his C-Boy’s perfor¬ 
mance for an upcoming Live at Chicken Shit 
Sunday disc. Later this year, he’s taking CSB 
on the road for a national tour with half of 
each bingo pot going to charity. 

“I got my chicken shit bus, my chicken shit 
band, and my chicken shit music,” he laughed. 
“I’m gonna have some chicken shit fun.”

R eturn to Austin High might have 
been the most important set at the 
Austin Music Awards since the Big 
Boys shared the bill with the Fabulous 
Thunderbirds at the second-ever Austin 
prom - Thursday, March 8, 1984. Last year’s 
AMA centerpiece, a reunion of next-genera¬ 
tion live music natives - Gary Clark Jr., Eve 
Monsees, Shakey Graves, Warren Hood, etc. 
- not only sold out the Convention Center 
ballroom with scores of future Austin High 
alma maters and materettes sitting in the 
aisles and shouting out their tribe, it point¬ 
ed the hometown scene both forward and 
backward. Future, past, commingling. 

When Texas welcomed back Willie Nelson 
in the Seventies, hosting his picnics state¬ 
wide, the notion of genre more or less hopped 
the first stagecoach outta Dodge. 13th Floor 
Elevators, Doug Sahm, Butthole Surfers: 
categories unto themselves revered univer¬ 
sally and never more so than here in our vast 
Lone Star nation under God. Think Waterloo 
Records, organized alphabetically rather than 
by niche: ...And You Will Know Us by the 
Trail of Dead to Zeale, Angelique Kidjo to Zap 
Mama, Asleep at the Wheel to ZZ Top. 

Cowboy hats, mohawks, Christeene - this 
is a right to identity Republic as long as you 
live in Austin. The only politics in this town 
happen onstage, through a PA, and with the 
merch table in back by the door. Be who you 
wanna be, because two-step or mosh, we all 
march to the beat of the same drummers: 
Lisa Pankratz, Brannen Temple, Chris 
Layton, Conrad Choucroun. 

And yet in the year of Ronald “Bonzo” 
Reagan’s re-election - remember, conspira¬ 
tors, John Lennon was martyred a month 
after the California governor’s initial presi¬ 
dential landslide in 1980 - the philosophical 
divide between the T-Birds and Big Boys 
might have measured the same miles and 
miles of Tejas between Lubbock and 
Brownsville. That latter act, Austin’s Clash 
to the Dicks’ Sex Pistols, broke up that 
same year, while the former toughs cele¬ 
brated a decade together on their way to 
MTV and 1 million units shucked in 1986’s 
Tuff Enuff. One band rode skateboards, the 
other a steel horse. 

Blues’ local bad boys arrived mostly too 
late for the East side’s Chitlin Circuit even 
while hauling its bedrock mania back across 
the railroad tracks to the still dirty heart of 
Sixth Street. Surface-wise, their counterpart 
punks represented a spontaneous, anti¬ 
mainstream alternative to such musical 
patriarchy, only their hardcore funk accents 
grew from the same root source their great¬ 
er movement sought to overthrow. The 
T-Birds soon matriculated to a higher school 
after that didn’t happen, shaking the velvet 
dust/rust/must of this sleepy little town off 
their boots, whose imprint then overflowed 
with Stevie Ray Vaughan. 

From the Big Boys and Dicks, mean¬ 
while, sprang Scratch Acid, the Jesus Lizard, 
Poison 13. 

Return to Austin High at the 2014/15 
AMAs embodied both (not so) extremes: a 
new hierarchy, a ticket to the big leagues, 
and new scene bosses perhaps not so differ¬ 
ent from the powers that be. Gary Clark Jr.

Shakey Graves: Steve 
Earle for the iGeneration. Bob Wills 
would’ve hired Warren Hood on the spot. 

Warren Hood singeing the horsehairs of 
his fiddle bow during Return to Austin 
High made at least one rookie booker in 
about the 15th row sit up like they’d thrown 
the switch to the electric chair and mouth 
the words Johnny Gimble. Guitarists spew 
forth from this soil same as another natural 
resource, but the devil that went down to 
Georgia was merely whistling Dixie if he 
didn’t come here looking for fiddlers to 
soundtrack our nation’s democracy going to 
hell. That night, Western swing’s necker¬ 
chief, Gimble (May 30, 1926 - May 9, 2015), 
hadn’t reached the heavenly bandstand yet, 


but his spirit wafted through Hood. 

“Another local fiddler is Carrie Rodri¬ 
guez,” emailed Hood recently, just days 
after he and his wife welcomed Hyatt 
DesChamps Hood into this world. “Carrie 
was born and raised in Austin and went to 
Austin High and Berklee, and we both grew 
up with the same violin teacher.” 

Prompted for other blazing bows to draft 
for the AMA bonfire - former Asleep at the 
Wheel saw horse Jason Roberts, outlaw 
Alvin Crow, and the Albert Einstein of 
Austin violin, Erik Hokkanen - Hood point¬ 
ed out an unseemly tear in Austin’s musical 
fabric: He and his fellow Berklee attendee 
had never duetted. Correction forthcoming 
- one spearheaded in part by former Warren 


Hood Band mate Emily Gimble, grand¬ 
daughter of Johnny, and current Asleep at 
the Wheel ivory tickler. 

Burn, babies, burn, or rather - as WKRP’s 
Dr. Johnny Fever might say - bow, fellow 
babies, bow. 

Upon hearing the fiddles pitch, the fellow 
seated next to me at the AMA idea sympo¬ 
sium promptly dominoed into this year’s 
winner of the Return to Austin High follow¬ 
up, Freaks & Geeks. A half-dozen Blazing 
Bows? Try the return of the Duke Ellington 
and Count Basie orchestras once squaring 
off on the same bandstand (“Battle Royal”), 
only this time it’s a reincarnation of the Sun 
Ra Arkestra pitted against DIY Austin’s 
philharmonic. 

Golden Dawn Arkestra makes Ali Baba 
& the 40 Thieves look like Shriners, 
Afrobeat jazz and funk for the Freak set. 
Mother Falcon, for its part, preys on mere 
indie pop acts nesting on the ground solely 
with drums, bass, and guitar with orchestral 
brainiac fortitude. At 15 members each, 
their first-time face-off at the AMAs could 
collapse the stage. And all of it as refereed 
by Brown Whornet/Golden Hornet Project 
composer Peter Stopschinski and actual 
v-i-o-l-i-n-i-s-t Jenavieve Varga changing 
the tires on Dicks’ standard “Wheelchair 
Epidemic.” Geek out, ATX. 

Not to be outdone, AMAs bandleader 
for a second (thank the music gods) year, 
Charlie Sexton, just happened to have cut 
a stardusted David Bowie tribute months 
before that luminous sphere imploded. On 
“Moonage Daydream,” Bob Dylan’s guitarist 
anticipated, encapsulated, summated 2016, 
so much so, in fact, that Spoon’s Britt 
Daniel himself volunteered to share the mic. 
Sexton’s fellow Arc Angel Doyle Bramhall 
II, covering ZZ Top cover “I Thank You” 
on the same Friends of SIMS benefit CD, 
rightly decided more equals merrier. 

His squeeze Renee Zellweger will emcee. 

Zellweger once clutched Pariah bassist 
and mental health care casualty Sims 
Ellison, whose sibling Kyle Ellison pro¬ 
duced his brother’s seminal influences onto 
Friends of SIMS, featuring future Gram 
Parsons sub Jeremy Nail, Rolling Stones 
joint rollers and decimators the Happen- 
lns, and more. SIMS’ precious nonprofit 
addiction support soundtracks the flip side 
of rock & roll’s pitfalls - its lust for life. 

Which brings us right back to the begin¬ 
ning: T-Birds original Strat massacre 
Jimmie Vaughan leading a tribute to 
Austin’s resurrected Home of the Blues, 
Antone’s. New Orleans scion C.J. Chenier, 
whose father Clifton Chenier christened 
Clifford Antone’s original stage, Southpaw 
six-stringer Barbara Lynn, and queen blues 
Lou Ann Barton join the chorus, one that 
will then step forward to doo-wop for the 
true sound of our town, beloved KUTX 
Twine Time deejay and AMAs emcee of 
decades, Paul Ray. What’s in store there? 

Locked in as of this writing, brace your¬ 
selves for a special guest even more famous 
than the two most outsized surprise appear¬ 
ances - Bruce Springsteen and Pete 
Townshend - in 33 previous years of Austin 
Music Awards. ■

2015/16 Austin Music Awards 

HILTON AUSTIN GRAND BALLROOM, 
WEDNESDAY 16, 7:55PM SHARP 


No other annual, homegrown event cele¬ 
brates our city’s musical past, present, and 
future like the Austin Music Awards. Amid 
the community-voted awards recognizing our 
best artists, musical director Charlie 
Sexton weaves together a one-night-only 
set of performances that link vaunted 
local legacies to the next generation 
and thus ensure Austin’s vibrant cre¬ 
ative culture building upon itself. 

Hosts Laurie Gallardo and Rick 
McNulty of KUTX emcee an evening 
that kicks off with a stunt maybe never- 
to-be repeated, “Freaks and Geeks.” The 
staggering collaboration of elaborate compo¬ 
sitional minds starts with avant-punk classi¬ 
cist Peter Stopschinski and violinist 
Jenavieve Varga whipping out the Dicks’ 
“Wheelchair Epidemic” prior to a battle of 
the big bands: cosmic world-funk all-stars 
Golden Dawn Arkestra and chamber-pop 
philharmonic Mother Falcon. 

First stringer already vetted, a cadre of 
“Blazing Bows” cluster next to fiddle far 
more than Dixie. Alvin Crow and Jason 
Roberts stand tall and hatted as pillars of 
Western Swing, while Erik Hokkanen 
remains a genre all his own (Appalachian, 
Celtic, gypsy). Led by local scion Warren 
Hood, who duets with his fellow Austin 
native and Berklee grad Carrie Rodriguez, 
the segments center on a Johnny Gimble trib¬ 
ute complete with his granddaughter, Asleep 
at the Wheel singer/pianist Emily Gimble, 


and (hopefully) her father Dick Gimble. 

In 1995, the suicide of another live music 
capital son, hard rock bassist Sims Ellison of 
Pariah, prompted the establishment of addic¬ 
tion services and mental health care non¬ 
profit SIMS Foundation, which this year 
marks two decades. Ellison contempo¬ 
raries honor his passion with an 
eclectic cast that includes Sexton 
and Spoon’s Britt Daniel staging an 
elaborate David Bowie tribute, plus a 
full rocking, rolling, crooning cast in 
the Happen-lns, Jeremy Nail, Sally 
Allen, Doyle Bramhall II and sister 
Georgia Bramhall, Anthony Cole, Adam 
Minkoff, Charlie’s son Marlon Sexton, and 
Sims’ brother and bandmate Kyle Ellison. 

The evening ends recognizing two Austin 
icons, one recently lost, and one resurrected. 
Home of the Blues, Antone’s, returned 
Downtown this January, and as Susan Antone 
receives the inaugural Margaret Moser Award, 
blues luminaries Jimmie Vaughan, C.J. 
Chenier, Barbara Lynn, and Lou Ann Barton 
help revive the club’s purpose. With the recent 
passing of KUTX Twine Time host, Cobras front¬ 
man, and original AMA host Paul Ray, Austin 
lost the voice of Saturday night. Ray receives a 
proper Austin send-off to cap the night with 
one particularly special guest legend to rival 
past AMA guests/SXSW drop-ins Pete 
Townshend and Bruce Springsteen.
